The latest U.S. Supreme Court decision on 
abortion will not affect Missouri Delta 
Community Hospital, according to Harold 
Jones, administrator. 
The Court ruled that states are not 
required to pay for abortions when the 
mother's life is not threatened. The ruling 
centers around the use of welfare funds to 
pay for abortions and primarily affects 
indigent women. 
Jonee said abortions at the hospital are 
done on a individual basis with decisions up 
to the doctor. 
"We don't say we don't do it, but it’s 
handled on an individual basis," he said.

“The abortions that 
happen here are usually for medical 
reasons."

Every’ time a major tax reform bill is before Congress 
mail from the folks back home runs heavy.

Depending on how you look at them, tax shelters are 
either a method used by the wealthy to evade payment of 
taxes or they are a legitimate way to encourage private 
individuals to put their money into activities that would 
otherwise have to be financed by public hinds. 
Tax-free municipal bonds are a classic economic 
mechanism used to induce the private sector in invest in 
projects vital to the public’s welfare. “Every time we 
vote for a water and sewer bond issue, we are voting for 
the use of a tax incentive to attract the funds needed to 
refurbish our water systems from private individuals ” 
points out John J. Loughlin, vice president of an in­ 
vestment firm. 
The broad issue, says the Merrill Lynch executive, is 
the question of private versus government funding of 
public projects. And it is one touching on any number of 
challenges facing the nation - improvement and con­ 
struction of mass transit systems, housing for theelderlv 
and people of low income, conservation and protection of 
he environment and, not least, the development of new 
energy sources. 
Sinking an oil well, for example, is a very expensive 
and risky proposition. It is a good question where the 
venture capital would come from if the government did 
not provide generous tax incentives to investors. 
President Carter s energy program also lays heavy 
emphasis on switching to coal. But to gear up for a 
, uSn-C effort aimed at greater reliance on coal will 
cost billions of dollars in up-front capital investments 
Here again, tax incentives can do the job, says 
Loughlin. Of course, the government could also do it 
Congress could create a Capital Investment Agency and 
direct the employment of all risk capital needed for such 
programs and pay for them through taxes — or worse 
through inflation- fueling budget deficits. 
Something like this has happened in Great Britain 
where as a report published by the Joint Economic 
Committee of Congress notes, “the government has 
taken upon itself the role of entrepeneurship.

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Those Tired 18-Wheelers 
Pose Threet to Other Drivers 
by Jack Anderson 
aad Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Those 
thundering, 18-wheel trucks 
you encounter on the highways 
may be driven by men who are 
physically fatigued from too 
many hours on the road. 
A pounding tractor-trailer, 
with an exhausted man at the 
wheel, is a menace to the other 
traffic. The grim statistics indi­ 
cate that the accident he may 
cause will kill 30 auto passen- 
gers for every trucker who 
dies. 


Yet the trucking com panies, 
plagued by higher g a s prices 
and lower speed lim its, are 
d r i v i n g th ei r s e m i-tr a ile r s 
slow er and their m en harder. 
We have been bom barded with 
com plaints from truck drivers 
who claim thev re working 15- 
hour days and 70-hour weeks. 
This is permitted, incredibly, 
by antiquated government 
regulations. Some companies 
push their drivers to the ex­ 
haustion point, a practice 
known in trucking circles as 
“maximum utilization.’' 
“They wring every ounce of 
work from you,” * a North 
Carolina driver told our re­ 
porter. Tony Capaccio. “For 
every 70-hour week you log in, 
might have actually taken

Complained another veteran 
of the road: “They don’t give 
you a chance to be rested I

W ASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gressional tax-writers, revamp­ 
ing President Carter's energy 
plans, want to give each adult 
American an estimated $28 re­ 
bate of money that would be 
raised by a new tax on crude 
oil. 
The new crude oil tax would 
raise gasoline prices an esti­ 
mated 7.6 cents per gallon. The 
tax rebate would be paid to ev­ 
ery American adult next year, 
regardless of whether the per­ 
son pays taxes or conserves 
energy. 
It would give each typical 
American couple about $1 a 
week under a one-year special 
payment system approved 19 to 
17 Tuesday by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 
If such a special payment 
program for 1978 ultimately be­ 
comes law, it could be extended 
later into future years. Under 
the 
committee’s 
plan, 
that 
could lead to tax rebates at lev­ 
els as high as $80 annually for 
each adult, with such couples 
getting a total $440 through 
1981. 
For example, as currently de­ 
signed. such a payment sched­ 
ule could run $28 per adult in 
1978. $54 in 1979, $81 in 1980 and 
$57 in 1981. 
For 1978. it generally is an 
adults-only program, with no 
payments for children. But a 
young person who pays income 
taxes could get $28. And single 
jieople 
heading 
households, 
such as divorced or widowed 
persons with youngsters, would 
be entitled to two $28 pay­ 
ments. 
By 16 to 13, the committee re­ 
jected a similar system recom­ 
mended by Carter which would 
have distributed $2l-a-person 
payments next year to every 
man. woman and child, thus fa­ 
voring larger families. 
The $21 per person Carter 


plan for 1978 would have been 
followed by payments of $41 in 
1979, $62 in 1980, $44 in 1981. 
For example, in 1978, where 
a typical family of four — two 
adults, two youngsters — would 
have received $84 under the 
Carter proposal, it would get 
$56 under the committee ver­ 
sion. 
As suggested by Carter and 
approved by the panel, special 
payments would be handled 
through the income tax system, 
meaning workers would feel the 
impact next Jan. 1 as slightly 


increased take-home pay be­ 
cause of adjusted withholding 
rates. 


To the extent they do not get 
a payment through the income 
tax system, payments would go 
in a special check to adult 
recipients erf Social Security, 


railroad retirement or welfare 
programs. Any other adult who 
does not qualify under any such 


tax or non-tax category would 
get a payment by filing a 
claim.

We want 
to insure that we have factories 
where we want factories, and 
parks where we want parks, 
and shopping centers where we 
want shopping centers." 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
of California says his urban re­ 
development plan will feature 
such a regional approach to 
taxation and officials in Mich­ 
igan and Maryland also have 
expressed interest 
The (dan draws tax revenues 
from the area’s developing 
communities to foot the bill for 
municipal services in less pros­ 
perous suburbs and in Min­ 
neapolis and St. Paul. 
Thus, all communities in the 
area share in business growth 
no matter where it occurs. 
“An intangible benefit lies in 
the incentive it provides for 
people to work for the growth 
of the area as a whole," says 
Council Chairman John Boland. 
“It has substantially lessened 
the divisiveness caused by indi­ 
vidual communities competing 
against each other." 
The plan wait into effect in 
1975 after court challenges by 
some suburban communities. It 
is working smoothly with the 
shift in revenues so gradual 
that only a few communities 
are losing under the plan, while 
Minneapolis and St. Paul are 
netting large gains. 
The tax-sharing plan places

The communities that chal­ 
lenged tax sharing initially now 
are bent only on improving it, 
not destroying it. 
Like the central cities, many 
of the inner-most suburban 


communities are beginning to 
suffer from declining tax bases 
as businesses move ever far­ 
ther out. 
“Under tax sharing, it's not 
whether you win or lose, it’s a 
question of when you win,” 
says Charles Weaver, the for­ 
mer Republican-suburban law­ 
maker who sponsored the law 
and now sits on the council. 
Cities such as Bloomington, 
Minn., — a prosperous suburb 
of 80,000 — suffer losses under 
the plan as long as they attract 
new industry. 
Bloomington’s Lyle Olson, a 
leading critic of the tax system, 
says: 
“It sounds like a great thing 
from the social view. But what 
worries me is that instead of 
being a tax distribution pro­ 
gram, it may be a spending 
distribution program. Some of 
these cities do a lot of spending 
and now they’re looking for 
somebody to pay the bills. 
“Those of us who have com­ 
mercial and industrial develop­ 
ment must provide services — 
in-ground hookups, police, fire 
and all of that We have less 
dollars to do it with because of 
this law."

But conservationists have sty­ 
mied those plans, although 
some proposals are still alive.

A: It's hard to say. Critics 
charge that many millions of 
dollars were wasted through 
the pipeline company's head­ 
long plunge to finish the 808- 
mile Job.

ham, Ala., tap suburban tax­ 
payers by levying a commuter 
tax on the incomes of nonresi­ 
dents who work in the central 
city. Nashville has a consoli­ 
dated relationship with its sub­ 
urbs, equalizing the tax burden, 
and cities like Albuquerque and 
Houston benefit from laws that 
allow the central city to annex 
suburbs. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Andy 
Young, the fastest mouth in 
Jimmy Carter’s administration, 
is watching his tongue. His last 
spate of headline grabbers was 
as riveting as bank errors in 
your fovor. But it was a bit too 
much, even for Andy Young. 
To say nothing of the Presi­ 
dent 
Carter's 
free-spoken 
am­ 
bassador to the United Nation 
is being more careful about 
what he says, according to a 
source dose to the President. 
Not that Carter thinks there’s 
anything wrong, at least in 
prindple, with Young’s pen­ 
chant for speaking his mind. 
But it can have what the 
President calls "unfortunate" 
results. 
To wit: 
Andrew 
Young, 
itinerant 
preacher of the Carter gospel 
to the developing nations of the 
world, spent 17 days crossing 
25,000 miles of Africa on what 
the President considered “a 
very successful trip." 
On his way home, he stopped 
in London. There, in Britain, to 
whom he had to apologize ear­ 
lier this year for saying Her 
Majesty’s subjects were "a 
little 
chicken 
on 
racism," 
Young called the Russians “the 
worst racists in the world." 
“The Swedes are terrible rac­ 
ists," he added. “The black in 
Sweden is treated just like the 
black in Queens.” Diplomats 
cringed, and those who worry 
about things like votes in the 
boroughs of New York broke 
into a cold sweat. 
Then that Carter nemesis, 
Playboy 
magazine, 
arrived. 
There, in an interview, Young 
said former Presidents Richard 
M. Nixon and Gerald R. Ford 
were racists, too, “who have no 
understanding of the problems 
of colored people anywhere." 
Even there the matter did not 
rest. 
Two days later, Young told 
the House International Affairs 
Committee 
that 
Presidents 
John F. Kennedy and Lyndon 
B. Johnson were “racists." 
And so, he declared, was 
Abraham Lincoln. 


To be sure, Young meant no 
attack on personal character. 
Not even the Soviet Union, he 
said, ought to be condemned. 
There should be “no moral 
judgment," he declared, be­ 
cause racism, as he used it, 
means “ethnocentricity." And 
from that, he said, “nobody is 
immune." 
Young said he was talking 
about people who "were never 
forced to face up to latent rac­ 
ism or to realize it exists." In 
fact, he said, everyone in the 
United States 
is 
inevitably 


tainted, and his goal is to bring 
“ethnocentrism" into the open 
and strip it of its “moral 
stigma." 


All of which is a little hard to 
fit into a headline. Instead, the 
words “Swedes,” “Russians," 
“Queens," “Nixon," "Ford,” 


“Kennedy,” “Johnson,” “Lin­ 
coln” and "racist” were the 
ones that stuck out. 


Will Young try to be more 
cautious from now on? 
“Andy himself says so."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Carter, calling h is tax au­ 
dit a good th ing, is suggesting 
th at Interna] Revenue Service 
accountants go over h is income 
tax returns every y ear h e’s in 
th e Wh ite House. 
Vice President Walter F. 
Mondale, also th e target of an 
IRS audit, h asn’t said wh eth er 
h e wants th e same annual re­ 
view. Asked wh eth er th e vice 
p resident agrees with Carter, 
sp okesman A1 Eisele said: 
“I really don’t know.” 
For Carter, annual reviews 
h ardly would be new. 
‘Th ey ’ve 
inventoried 
me; 
th ey ’ve ch ecked my income 
tax es I th ink almost every y ear 
th e last 10 y ears,” th e Presi­ 
dent told rep orters Wednesday 
on h is way to dinner at Budget 
Director Bert Lance’s h ome. 
“But I th ink it’s a good th ing 
to do,” Carter said. “We’re 
suggesting th ey do it every 
y ear I’m in office.” 
Carter didn’t make it clear 
wh eth er th e IRS conducted a 
full-scale audit each time it 
ch ecked one of h is returns. Nor 
did h e reveal any IRS findings. 
But Wh ite House Dep uty Press 
Secretary Rex Granum said 
Carter auth orized h im to say 
an 
annual, 
full-scale 
audit 
would be welcome as long as 
Carter is President. 
In rep ly to queries about p ub­ 
lish ed rep orts th at th e IRS is 
auditing Carter’s 1975 income 
tax return, Wh ite House sp okes­ 
men made wh at Press Secre­ 
tary Jody Powell conceded 
were “mistakes and unwarran­ 
ted assump tions” Wednesday 
afternoon as th ey stumbled 
th rough a confusing, 2V« -h our 
ex p lanation. 
Th e briefing was interrup ted 
by an h our and a quarter re­ 
cess so th e sp okesmen could 
ch eck th eir facts. 
Granum said at first th at th e 
IRS began th e audit because 
th e 
President’s 
accountant, 
Robert Perry of Americus, Ga., 
a town near th e Carter’s h ome- 
towh of Plains, invited th e age­ 
ncy on th e President’s beh alf to 
“satisfy itself” of th e accuracy 
of Carter's returns. 
But Powell said after th e re­ 
cess th at Perry , lawy er Harvey 
Hill of Atlanta, wh o h as been 
Carter’s attorney on occasion 
since 1968, and Robert Lip - 
sh utz, th e President’s Wh ite 
House counsel, cannot agree on 
wh eth er th ey or th e IRS brou­ 
gh t up ch ecking Carter’s p ast 
returns. 
“A statement th at we brough t 
th em up first and brough t it 
(th e audit) on, I’m not p re­ 
p ared to make,” Powell said. 
Desp ite th e confusion, th is be­ 
came clear: 
— Th e audit began early th is 
y ear, is still going on and th e 
IRS h as not told Carter wh y 
agents started it or wh at sp ecif­ 
ic th ing about h is 1975 return 
caugh t th eir ey e. 
— Carter is confident th e au­ 
dit will validate h is return. 
He “feels h e h as no p rob­ 
lems," Granum said. Powell 
added th at th ere h as been no 
allegation of any imp rop riety 
or illegality .

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— The game of tennis has been 
revolutionized in the 100 years 
since the Wimbledon champion­ 
ships were first played, but the 
middle-class sensibilities of the 
English men and women who 
come to Wimbledon each sum­ 
mer remain the same. 
The Jimmy Connors Incident 
which marred the start of this 
centenary Wimbledon proves 
the point. 
He snubbed the championship 
committee and the royal family 
by failing to show up at Mon­

Hie explosive ingredients are 
George 
Steinbrenner, 
rich, 
proud and impatient, and his 
team manager, combative Billy 
Martin, survivor of a hundred 
informal brawls on and off the 
field. 
Steinbrenner is a captivating 
man with tremendous vigor. If 
he has a fault, it is a boyish 
worship of Yankee tradition. 
He regards the team as his 
personal toy, so he has no com­ 
punction about getting involved 
in all the working parts — from 
front office to the manager’s 
quarters to the playing field. 


It was his decision — not that 
of President Gabe Paul as re­ 
ported — that saved Martin’s 
scalp as manager. He also 
dressed down the entire team 
in a stormy locker room scene 
that sent the team back on the 
field like punished dogs, their 
tails between their legs. 
Martin is a skinny firebrand 
who would take on a regiment 
of Marines bare-handed if one 
of them stepped on his toe. He 
acts first, diinks later. Con­ 
ceded one of the finest manage­ 
rial brains in all baseball, he 
blew jobs at Minnesota, Detroit 
and Texas because he carried 
on a running war with his em­ 
ployers as well as his col­ 
leagues.

;There are even senior citi­ 
zens pedaling sedately down 
shaded residential streets on 
big tricycles. 
“We figure there are some­ 
where between 120,000 and 150,- 
000 bicycles in Madison," said 
Jerry Tomczak, bicycle control 
monitor for the police depart­ 
ment in this city of 170,000. 
“That’s three bicycles for ev­ 
ery two cars." 
He said the University of 
Wisconsin campus, with nearly 
40,000 students, is responsible 
for much of the boom which 
has seen the number of bikes in 
town double since 1969 
“For a lot of students, it’s all 
they can afford,” he said. 
However, he emphasized that 
other portions of the commu­ 
nity are also beginning to rely 
on bicycles. 
“Besides the cheaper cost, it 
has become a lot more popular 
for energy reasons. And some 
of it has to do with the traffic. 
Ytu can make it a lot faster 
around town on a bicycle than 
in a car, and you don’t have to 


worry about parking,” he said. 
“There is a growing number 
of adult bicycle users,” agreed 
Tom Walsh, a city traffic engi­ 
neer who will disburse up to 
$300,000 on 
biking improve­ 
ments this year. 
He said surveys show that 68 
per cent of all city residents 
are regular bicycle riders, and 
three out of every four bike tr­ 
ips taken during the week are 
for work, school, shopping or

Tim McDowell, 22, a sales­ 
man at a large family bicycle 
shop across town from campus,

“We’ve had more interest 
this spring in the $200 to $300 
bikes than ever before,” he 
said. 
“People are concerned 
about energy, and the com­ 
panies are putting out better bi­ 
kes with better components.” 
"Adults are tending to see 
the bicvck- as a viable mode of 
alternate transportation,” said 
Walsh, who said many people 
also begin biking for environ­ 
mental and health reasons. 
Officials said perhaps 4,000 
bikes a year are stolen in the 
city, and there has been an av­ 
erage of two bicycle fatalities a 
year in Madison in the 1970s 
“The number of bicycle ac­ 
cidents is only 2 per cent of the 
total number of accidents in the 
city, 
Walsh said, “ but about 
90 per cent of the bicyclists in­ 
volved suffer injuries." 
He said that it’s still safer to 
bike than drive a car because 
the odds of getting in an acci­ 
dent are so much less. 
It should also be empha­ 
sized that bicycles are subject 


to the sam e vehicle traffic code

PITTSBURGH (AP) - If you 
see someone with ski poles 
schussing 60 miles an hour 
down a grassy mountainside 
this summer, don’t be con­ 
cerned. Your eyes don’t need 
checking. 
It might be Francois Reizine, 
a French-born engineer who 
can’t keep off the slopes — 
even if it is too warm for snow. 
He simply trades his skis for 
wheels 
Reizine, once a member of 
the French Ski Team and head 
coach of the Western Pennsyl­ 
vania Racing Team, hits the 
slopes with the same gusto in 
summer as in winter. 
Reizine uses European built 
grass skis. One type, the Ger­ 
man made Rollka, is a short 
ski with caterpillar treads. The 
rther, the French made Skirou, 
is a short ski with two inflated 
balloon tires. 
Reizine says the Rollka gives 
the skiier a more realistic edg­ 
ing action but the Skirou has 
the bounce of a real ski and 
goes faster The Rollka is ca­ 
pable of going 35 to 50 miles an 
hour and Reizine says he often 
hits 60 m.p.h. on the tire-skis. 
Both types of skis are de­ 
signed for use on a variety of 
grass surfaces “Any grass-cov­ 
ered slope, a gentle smooth 
slope or one with undulating 
hills and valleys, is ideal,” 
Reizine says. 
Reizine 
says 
he 
was 
in­ 
troduced to the grass skis about 
six years ago in France. He 
claims the sport has thousands 
of followers in Europe, particu­ 
larly among professional rac­ 
ers 
"People just don’t think they 
can go skiing in the summer." 
Reizine says 
“But they have 
exactly the same edging effect 
as skis. 
“You carve a turn just like a 
good pair of skis. If you want 
to learn, you won't be dis­ 
tracted by sideways movement. 
It s very good for racers. You 
can practice hot-dogging and 
ballet because the skis are 
short.” 
Reizine says he doesn t ex­ 
pect grass skiing to enjoy great 
popularity with Americans. 
“There will be interest from 
serious skiers and those who 
are sports-minded and excited 
by something new. People who 
want to sit in a chair or drink 
in a bar won t like it.” he says. 
But Reizine says the begin­ 
ning snow skier can get into 
shape for the winter season 
with ihe giass skis, 
uiten be­ 
ginning sxiers are overwhelmed 
with the cold weather, the skis 
skidding sideways and contin­ 
uously falling on hard, wet 
snow,” he says. "They quickly 
trade in their skis for a couple 
of drinks by the fire." 
But to Reizine, a hill is a ski 
slope even in the summer “To 
ski down a slope in summer in 
schuss or gentle curves is a 
beautiful feeling.”

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
Convair 880, a pet project of 
Howard Hughes and the focal 
point of one of the most titantic 
corporate struggles in the past 
20 years, today will end its sto­ 
ried association 
with 
Trans 
World'Airlines. 
Of the 25 remaining 880s, 24 
are awaiting delivery to a Cali­ 
fornia company and the other 
has been sold to a local scrap 
dealer, who planned to begin 
dismantling the aircraft this 
morning. 
A lot of history is linked to 
the sleek, aging jet airliners. 
“She was the queen of the 
skies, ” 
mused 
one 
veteran 
TWA official last week. “ In her 
time, she was loved by pilots 
and passengers alike." 
In the mid-50s, when Am er­ 
ica s airline companies were 
scrambling to become the first 
to put jetliners in the skies, 
Howard 
Hughes ordered the 
880s from the Convair Division 
of General Dynamics, stipu­ 
lating certain specifications and 
design techniques of his own. 
Eager to see TWA beat the 
Boeing and Douglass giants, 
whi<|) 
were 
pressing 
ahead 
with’ jetliners of their own, 
Hug&es ordered 30 880s. 
Bi$t, faced with an aircraft 
bill of about $415 million, the 
billionaire recluse found him­ 
self,, for the first time in his 
life, Dvercommitted in terms of 
cash 
on 
hand. 
Lending 
in­ 
stitutions 
balked at his de­ 
mands and finally cut off his 
credit in March, 1960. 
As. the 880s languised at the 
plant rebellious TWA officials 
went to court and charged that 


Hughes was deliberately delay­ 
ing their delivery to avoid mak­ 
ing payments. 
The rebellious TWA officials 
then cam e up with a plan to 
finance the aircraft, but insist­ 
ed that Hughes give up control 
of TWA through establishment 
of a voting trust. 
In December, 1960. Hughes 
lost control of the airline be­ 
cause, with no money to pay 
for the 880s, he was forced to 
agree to the voting trust. 
Finally in the sky, the 880s 
quickly made a name for them­ 
selves as the fastest four-engine 
jetliner in the m arket place. 
The next year the new TWA 
management sued Hughes for 
antitrust 
violations, charging 
that the mysterious billionaire 
had blocked TWA from acquir­ 
ing any aircraft except those 
provided by him. The case rat­ 
tled through the courts into the 
next decade but Hughes was fi­ 
nally forced to sell his TWA 


stock in 1965 for the astrono­ 
mical price of $546,549,771. 
With these funds Hughes, who 
died in April 1976, began ac­ 
quiring his vast real estate, ho­ 
tel and casino operations in Ne­ 
vada. 
The 880s were the flagships of 
TWA until the Arab oil embar­ 
go of 1973, when jet fuel prices 
tripled and more economical 
aircraft was required. Since 
1974 they have sat idle at TWA 
headquarters here. 
In still one more twist, the 
remaining 24 880s have been 
sold to the North Star Maritime 
Corp. of Los Angeles, one of the 
principals of which is former 
actress Terry Moore, who was 
once 
m arried 
to 
Howard 
Hughes. North Star bought the 
24 planes for $3.5 million. Their 
original 
purchase price was 
$4.5 million apiece. 
North Sstar said the planes’ 
first mission would be to fly 
live chickens to Iran.

I was growing by leaps 
Mitchell 
enters

John N. Mitchell surrendered 
in Alabama today as a prisoner 
of the federal justice system he 
once ran as attorney general. 
He was the 25th man sent to 
jail for Watergate crimes and 
probably the last. 
Mitchell waited until the last 
minute to begin his 24-to 8- 
year sentence for his part in 
the Watergate cover-up, unlike 
H, R Haldeman who showed 
up Tuesday - a day early — at 
the Lompoc, Calif, minimum 
security facility, carrying his 
belongings in a half-full grocery 
bag. 
The 
imprisonment 
of the 
most powerful men in Richard 
M. Nixon’s ill-starred adminis­ 
tration effectively closed the 
book on the Watergate scandal 
that began with a botched bur­ 
glary five years and five days 
ago 
Mitchell, once referred to by 
coconspirator John D. Ehrlich- 
man as "the Big Enchilada” of 
the Watergate affair, is the 
first attorney general in history 
to be convicted of criminal 
acts.

About 53 by­ 
passes have been done at Har­ 
bor General since 1971. Post­ 
operative complications have 
developed with 50 per cent of 
the cases and three men have 
died, Atkinson said. He esti­ 
mated that 25,000 such oper­ 
ations have been done across 
the country. 


Ms. Ruddle said she was al­ 
ways fat, starting with her 
childhood in an orphanage and 
through experiences with 30 dif­ 
ferent sets of foster parents.

"Everybody in the industry 
overexpanded in reaction to the 
boom," explains Clifford Bean, 
who did a detailed CB-market 
study last fall for Arthur D. 
Little, 
Inc., 
a 
Cambridge, 
Mass., think tank. 
As a result of so many trying 
to get into the market, "we’re 
now seeing a shakeout" of vi­ 
able companies, adds Arthur 
Guller, president of the Com­ 
munications Equipment Dis­ 
tributors Association, in anoth­ 
er interview. 


But most observers appear to 
agree with John Sodolski, vice 
president for communications 
of Electronic Industries Associ­ 
ation, a trade group represent­ 
ing CB manufacturers. 
"The market itself does not 
appear to be slowing down," he 
says. "During the first three 
months of the year, FCC li­ 
cense applications were just un­ 
der 2.3 million. This was more 
than last year at this time 
which set a record."

Proin a letter dated May 19, 
1977 you received from Dr. 
Charles A. Black, you are aware 
that I am writing this as a 
representative of the Soil

This is 
a reply to your editorial (copy 
enclosed) that appeared May 12 
in the Herald Journal, Logan, 
Utah, under the headline, 
“ Biological Substitutes for 
Chemicals?” 
It is my un­ 
derstanding that this editorial 
was printed about the same time 
in papers throughout the United 
States. 
Although 
your 
editorial 
strongly 
recommended 
(by 
implication) a specific product, 
the thrust of the statement in­ 
volves more than the product. It 
also raises the general issue of 
“fertilizer substitutes.” I have 
only limited knowledge of the 
product in question; however, it 
appears to have nothing tha is 
basically different from other so 
called “fertilizer substitutes” of 
similar type that have been 
promoted 
commercially 
for 
years. The statements in this 
letter, 
therefore, 
are 
not 
directed at any specific product, 
but to the broader question of 
‘ ‘fertilizer substitutes. ” 
Because scientists studying 
these types of materials have 


repeatedly found that they have 
essentially no economic value, 
my colleagues and I believe that 
the great 
majority 
of the 
“fertilizer 
substitutes” 
are 
quacks, and that quackery has 
become a critical problem in 
American agriculture. 
It is 
apparent that annual sales of 
products of little or no value 
total in the millions, increasing 
food production costs without 
improving production. 
We are, therefore, glad that 
you raised the issue of “fer­ 
tilizer substitutes.” We are also 
confident thatonce you know the 
facts, you will present the other 
side of the story. Your editorial, 
directly or indirectly, also raises 
questions on other points I will 
briefly discuss. These include 
fertilizer alternatives, soil 
inoculation, testimonials, and 
fertilizer pollution. 
FERTILIZER SUBSTITUTES 
The idea of “fertilizer sub­ 
stitutes” has been around a long 
time. During the past quarter 
century, many products claimed 
to be “fertilizer substitutes” 
have appeared. They come in a

wide variety of forms, including 
microbial inoculums, organic 
composts, 
fermentation

differing types of materials are 
promoted on a common theme. 
Furthermore, the existence of 
any one product is short-lived. 
The sales program usually gives 
emphasis to the following un­ 
founded ideas.

“Commercial fertilizer ha 
ruined the soil, killed the liff in 
the soil, degraded crop quality, 
poisoned our food and animal 
forages 
and 
increased 
the 
susceptibility 
of crops 
and 
livestock to disease and insect 
infestaion. A new product has 
just been discovered that will 
rebuild 
soils, 
reduce 
or 
eliminate the need for poisonous 
fertilizers, control insects and 
crop diseases, and improve the 
quality of food and forages. The 
product is so effective that a 
little goes a long way.” 
Hie sales pitch is generally 
counced in scientific 
ter­ 
minology and quotes statements 
from eminent scientists out of 
context. Yet, at the same time, 
there 
is 
an 
attack 
on 
agricultural scientists, becaue 
their research has not un­ 
covered any real evidence to 
justify the product use by far­ 
mers. The void of scientific 
support 
is 
filled 
by 
using 
testimonials -- an age-old sales 
gimmick. 
Influenced by testimonials, a 
fair representation of farmers in 
any given area will buy and use 
the product. However, when the 
claimed results fail to appear, 
sales 
drop 
off, 
and 
the 
promotion moves to a new area. 
Usually farmers who have been 
taken in by the sales pitch are 
reluctant to admit that they 
have been fooled. They quietly 
stop using the product. 
In 
more 
than twenty-five 
years as a soil scientist, I have 
yet to see one “fertilizer sub­ 
stitute” survive - either the 
tests of research or sustained 
use by farmers. 
FERTILIZER 
ALTERNATIVES 
Fertilizers may consist of

toeday because they are the 
most efficient and the moat 
effective materials to use in 
taking care of crop nutrient 
needs. The natural organics 
have serious limitation: They 
are in drastically short supply, 
they are expensive, and some 
are in reality soil-depleting. 
There are no substituttes for 
needed fertilizer nutrients, such 
as nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potassium. Without commercial 
fertilizers, 
there 
would 
be 
serious food shortages in the 
United States today, and more 
critical shortages in the world. 
With commercial fertilizers, the 
United States is the best-fed 
nation in the world. Moreover, 
U.S. efficiency in agricultural 
production makes our products 
competitive in the world market

possible only with the use of 
commercial fertilizers. 
SOIL INOCULATION 
Bacterial inoculation of the 
soil is not a new idea. There are 
two 
types

microbial 
inoculums. One type includes 
the sepcific bacteria that are 
found in the nodules of the roots 
of alfalfa, clovers, soybeans and 
other legumes. These are the 
nitrogern-fixing organizms that 
live in symbiosis with the 
legume host. The bacteria sn- 
dthe host plants are specific for 
each other. Together, they can 
take nitrogen from the air and 
convert it to forms usable by the 
crop. Innoculation of the soil or 
the legume seed with these 
organisms is a recommended 
practice that has been followed 
succesffully for years. 
The

type of 
soil 
inoculum includes any of the 
broad spectrum of other typos of 
microbes that might be added to 
the soil for the assumed purpose 
of soil or crop improvement. 
Although many of these have 
been tried in numerous ex­ 
periments in the United States 
and other countries, there is no 
scientific evidence to justify 
their use.

TESTIMONIALS 
VS RESEARCH 
The question may be asked, 
why the wide divergence bet­ 
ween the opinions of scientists

the statements

promotional literature on some

People can get 
hooked on testimonials because 
testimonials usually don’t tell 
the whole story . They may in­ 
dicate what happened, but not 
have any basis for explaining 
why it happened For example, 
your reporter "listened to the 
farm er 
and 
"ta ste d '’ 
the 
asparagus as “proof" that ta) 
"fertilizer 
substitutes" 
are 
"real," ib> that "great quan­ 
tities" of the nation's fuel can be 
saved, and (c> that "stream 
pollution by fertilizers" can be 
eliminated. 
Testimonials 
are 
based 
generally on crop yield ex­ 
perience, not realistic testing. In 
the field situations involved with 
testimonials, it is not possible to 
differentiate between the effects 
of treatment and the natural 
yield changes resulting from 
variations in weather, insects, 
soil, water and other factors. 
Research experiments are 
designed to isolate and measure 
the causes and effects. 
This is done by applying the 
different treatments separately 
on adjoining plots on uniform 
fields 
The 
treatments 
are 
repeated several times on each 
field, and in different soils and 
locations. The comparisons are 
made at the same time on the 
same field during the same 
growing season 
When “fer­ 


tilizer substitutes” are exposed 
to the tests of 
research, the 
claimed results fail to appear. 


FERTILIZER POLLUTION 
AND USE OF FUEL 
A lot of misinformation has 
been printed on the consumption 
of fuels in fertilizer manufacture 
and the pollution of water 
supplies with fertilizer. 
Currently, approximately two 
percent of our natural gas 
supply goes into the manufac­ 
ture 
of 
nitrogen 
fertilizer. 
Methane is needed as a basic 
ingredient, 
since 
methane 
combined with nitrogen from 
the air gives us ammonia fer­ 
tilizer. Natual gas and the other 
fuels are not basic ingredients in 
any of the other commercial 
fertilizers. 
In reality, commercial fer­ 
tilizers 
contribute 
little 
to 
stream 
pollution. 
Most 
agricultural pollution arises as 
a result of erosion of the soil and 
the natural nutrients contained 
therein. 
Fertilizers 
applied

mendations of our State and 
Federal 
experiment stations 
will not significantly pollute our 
waters.

In your editorial you make a

dominated by the agri-chemical 
industry, while the promoters 
of “fertilizer substitutes” have 
maintained their objectivity. 
Your apparent conclusion is 
amazing, to say the least, when 
weighed in the light of reality. 
Most 
of 
our 
agricultural 
researchers 
are 
faculty 
members of universities. Their 
success 
and 
reputation 
as 
scientists depend upon main­ 
taining their objectivity. And, 
they 
have 
no incentive to 
promote the sales of com­ 
mercial 
fertilizers. 
On 
the 
otherhand, there is every in­ 


centive for bias on the part of the 
promoters of “fertilizer sub­ 
stitutes.” 
Your apparent conclusion is 
made even more startling by the 
fact that you have reached it by 
examining only one side of the 
issue. 
Since you have raised the 
issue of “fertilizer substitutes,” 
we think that in the interest of 
fairness and sound journalism, 
you should examine and present 
the evidence on both sides. The 
data 
from 
our agricultural 
experiment stations is readily 
available. We will be happy to 
help you in your search. 
For your convenience, I am 
enclosing a copy of a recent 
Utah State University Extension 
Circular which I feel you will 
find informative.

The 132 million increase being 
added to the present school 
money wiU bring the total 
money paid to public schools to 
$480 million plus for fiscal year 
1977-78.

MOST OF BUDGET IS SENT 
TO TEASDALE - Nearly aU oi 
Missouri's new $3 billion state 
budget 
was 
sent 
by 
the 
legislature to Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale last Wednesday. 
Seven 
a p p ro p ria tio n s 
measures that comprise all but 
about $150 million of the budget 
for fiscal 1977-78 were sent to 
Teasdale. 
The new budget is about $250 
million more than the one for the 
current fiscal year that ends 
June 30. This is the state’s first 
$3 billion budget, with the 
spending increase 
attributed 
more to inflation than to ad­ 
ditional programs. 
The new budget would be 
financed by about $1.4 billion in 
general state tax revenues and 
$1 6 billion in federal money and 


other fees. 
The final version prepared by 
lawmakers is very close to the 
totals 
recommended 
by 
Teasdale, 
although amounts 
allotted to various agencies and 
programs differ. 
A non controversial $30.4 
million public debt measure was 
sent to Teasdale last month. 
The budget includes for the 
first time, provisions to require 
detailed spending reports from 
state agencies and set up an 
automatic reduction in state 
expenditures oif federal support 
for programs is cut. 
The stipulations were added 
by lawmakers who fear hat 
federal funds will cause state 
agencies to grow unchecked. 
Preparation of the new budget 
this year was nor marked by the 
frequent disputes over available 
funds and by the personality 
clashes common in the past. Hie 
House and Senate versions of the 
budgets were very close. 
One of the features lawmakers 
are proudest of is a $52 million 
increase in state aid for public 
schools, to $480 million, twice 
the usual increase. 
That raise is the first in­ 
stallment of a $200 million in­ 
crease planned during the next 
four years in conjunction with a 
new distribution formula passed 
last Tuesday. 
The new budget also includes 
increases in funds for expansion 
of 
many 
social 
services 
programs 
advocated 
by 
Teasdale. 
Such programs include the 
addition of about $2 million for 
expansion of the state’s child 
abuse prevention program. 
Other 
increases in social 
services include extra money 


for aiding the elderly with meek 
and transportation, extra staff 
for mental health programs and 
increased support for the arts. 
Here is a summary of the 
major points of the new budget: 
ELEM ENTARY

SECONDARY EDUCATION - 
$890.7 
million provided 
by 
lawmakers, up from $609.8 
million in the current budget. 
Teasdale recommended $688.3 
million. 
The bulk of the increase is in 
higher state aid to public 
schools, although new federal 
grants to expand vocational 
education and special program* 
for the retarded and the han­ 
dicapped 
also receive sub­ 
stantial increase*. 
REVENUE DEPARTMENT 
— $170.1 million provided by 
lawmakers, 
up from $157.4 
million in the current budget. 
Teasdale recommended $171.8 
million. 
The increase include* about $2 
million to begin overhauling the 
departm ent's 
antiquated 
computers and $375,000 for a 
special study on property tax 
valuations intended to aid St. 
Louis schools. The State Tax 
Commission 
also 
received 
money to hire more real estate 
assessment specialists. 
MOST STATE AGENCIES 
AND ELECTED OFFICIALS - 
$946.9 
million provided 
by 
lawmakers, up from $815.8 
million in the current budget. 
Teasdale recommended $937.1 
million. 
The increase include* extra 
staff for most state depart­ 
ments, although generally not as 
much as the officials wanted. It 
includes a series of graduated 
pay raises for state employes. 


Also included are proposals such 
a* the county-MSD sewer 
subsidy, 
grants 
for 
arts 
programs and pay raises for 
Judges that were passed by 
lawmakers last month. 
The legislature took a com­ 
promise stand in the well- 
publicized efforts by Democrat 
Teasdale to cut down the staff of 
Republican Lt. Gov. William C. 
Phelps. Phelps got funds for five 
employes, four fewer than he 
wanted and four more than 
Teasdale wanted for him. 
MENTAL HEALTH - $155.3 
million provided by lawmakers, 
up from $136.9 million in the 
current 
budget. 
Teasdale 
recommenced $150.8 million. 
The increase would allow 
mental health officials^ to con­ 
tinue to hire personnel and 
contract for counseling services 
for community mental health 
programs, rather than use state- 
paid Institutional care. 
SOCIAL SERVICES - $775.3 
million provided by lawmakers, 
up from $721.2 million in the 
current 
budget. 
Teasdale 
recommended $707.4 million. 
Legislators say their total 
reflects a more accurate 
estimate 
of 
federal grants 
available i nthe coming year for 
such programs as job training, 
aiding the poor and elderly and 
increasing welfare benefits. The 
state hospital subsidy for the 
city and the county of St. Louis is 
included in this measure. Also 
included are a variety of nerw 
programs, such as expanded 
programs dealing with child 
abuse. 
HIGHER 
EDUCATION 
- 
$260.8 million, up from $236 
million in the current budget. 
Teasdale recommended $258.3 
MAGICIM 
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million. 
Stats Universitiies, including 
the University of Missouri, 
would get increases adjusted 
mainly for inflation because of 
an ongoing dispute over a new 
formula for determining such 
aid. UM got exactly what it 
asked for -- $136 million - up 
from $127.7 million. 
Southeast Missouri State 
received $12.4 million, the figure 
Teasdale 
recommended 
(up 
from $10.8 million); Northeast 
Missouri Stae got $10.2 million, 
up from Teasdale’s recom­ 
mendation of 19.8 million and 
Lincoln University received $5.4

ATLANTA <AP) - Jeff Mit 
chiner believes people should 
get a kick out of learning. 
At his Creative Learning Cen­ 
ter in Atlanta, the 36-year-old 
educator is trying to prove that 
people can do just that — and 
that they can learn more from 
each other than from formal 
educational institutions. 
The center was started in 
1975 when Mitchiner and a 
group of his students from the 
University of Iowa moved to 
Atlanta to begin what they 
hoped would be an “educative 
community." 
Today, the community in­ 
cludes 75 persons who live in 
five large houses in midtown 
Atlanta, an older area of the 
city which is experencing a re­ 
vival. 
Although many of the resi­ 
dents work or attend formal 
classes outside the center, they 
spend much of their time teach­ 
ing each other such subjects as 
music, languages and history — 
or whatever one person wants 
to learn and another can teach. 
“We are challenging every 
person who comes in here to 
draw on his own interests and 
talents, and those of others, to 
create a maximum learning en­ 
vironment,” 
said 
Mitchiner, 
who is director of the center. 
“People here leave because 
they want to; they learn what 
they want to. They get a kick 
out of living by being able to 
learn." 
As a side benefit, the group 
hopes to return to the strong 
sense of community that was 
present in American cities two 
or three generations ago, Mit­ 
chiner said. 
In fact, Mitchiner said he be­ 
lieves 
Americans 
need 
a 
change in lifestyle as well as a 
change in education. 
“I don’t see much future for 
(American education) the way 
it’s going now,” he said. “I 
think we have to work on com­ 
pletely different concepts, in­ 
cluding lifestyle. 
“The way a person lives is 
the way he educates. I can’t 
separate the two.” 
Mitchiner, who holds a mas­ 
ter’s degree in counseling and 
is working on a doctorate in 
education at Georgia State Uni­ 
versity, said he likes to re5er to 
the five houses as “a center for 
alternative education.” 
He said it is part of a grow­ 
ing movement away from for­ 
mal education and toward self- 
education or community-based 
education. 
"We know we have to explore 
alternatives,” he said. “We’re 
not saying this is the test, but 
it’s a darn good one.” 
The center has living accom­ 
modations ranging from tiny 
rooms to two bedroom apart­ 
ments. 
Its residents include families 
and single people, they repre­ 
sent several nationalities and 
races, and their ages range 
from 4 to 62. 
They have the use of several 
kitchens, a lounge, a garden 
and patio, and an attic recrea­ 
tion room in the main house. 
They pay rent, with the pro­ 
ceeds going toward the ex­ 
penses of the center. 
Mitchiner mkes it a point to 
refuse contributions or grants 
from government or private 
agencies. 
“It’s not phipanthropy we’re 
seeking,” he said. “What we’re 
talking about here is self-help.” 
In 
addition 
to 
offering 
courses taught by residents for 
residents, Mitchiner hopes to 
have the center reach out to 
the community around it. 
The 
center 
maintains 
a 
“learning exchange” thcough 
which it keep6 a record of At­ 
lantans available to teach cer­ 
tain subjects. The list is used to 
put those people together with 
others who want to learn what 
they have to teach 
Through such projects, Mit­ 
chiner hopes to establish the 
sense of community he believes 
is so important. 
“Without a sense of commu­ 
nity, people don’t feel respon­ 
sible” for what happens in their 
cities, he said. "This is not 
their city, it’s a place where 
they happen to live 
“We have to get people to 
commit themselves. One way of 
getting at that is to make 
neighborhoods a really nice 
place to live, and the learning 
center is one way to do that.”

FCC examines 
need for more 


CB frequencies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
23 million Citizens Band radios 
now in use and sales running 
over 10 million a year, the gov­ 
ernment is studying the need 
for more frequencies for per­ 
sonal radio use. 
The addition of 17 new chan­ 
nels last January appears to 
have met the immediate need 
for more CB frequencies. The 
new channels are underused, 
and have lessened congestion 
on the older 23. 
But seeing no end to the ex­ 
plosive growth of CB radio that 
began three years ago, the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commis­ 
sion created the Personal Radio 
Planning Group in May 1976. 
The group is attempting to 
answer two major questions, 
says Carlos V. Roberts, acting 
chief of the FCC’s Office of 
Plans and Policy. 
“ Is there a need for an addi­ 
tional personal radio service 
and, secondly, if so, at what 
frequency?” 
The answer to the first ques­ 
tion is the subject of a “ lar­ 
ge-scale survey of current and 
potential users to get a handle 
on how many people are going 
to be using personal radios, and 
on what they think is necessary 
to satisfy their needs,” Roberts 
says. 
The second question is the 
subject of a "working paper” 
the group recently issued on 
"spectrum 
alternatives." 
It 
suggests seven frequency bands 
for use in any expansion. 
They are 26 95-28.96 megahe­ 
rtz 
(MHz), 
27.54-28.00 MHz, 
29 80-29 89 
MHz, 
29.91-30.00 
MHz, 222-224 MHz, 894-902 MHz 
and 928-947 MHz. 
The CB service now occupies 
frequencies ranging from 26.965 
to 27.405 MHz. The potential 
bands now are assigned to gov­ 
ernment, 
land-mobile, 
inter­ 
national fixed public and am a­ 
teur radio (ham) use. 
Seventeen bands were consid­ 
ered possible candidates for use 
in a new personal radio serv­ 
ice. 
t 
But 10 were dropped because 
‘of various factors including the 
cost of relocating the current 
users and the potential for in­ 
terference to television. 
The last factor received a lot 
of the group's attention, Rob­ 
erts says. 
“ If a new service is estab­ 
lished. we want to make pretty 
sure it is free of the TVI (tele­ 
vision interference' that has 
plagued the present CB serv­ 
ice.'' he explains. 
But until the survey of the 
need for additional personal ca- 
dio service is completed, the 
spectrum alternative study is in 
limbo, he says 
Roberts says 
the planning 
group “ hopes to wind every­ 
thing up and submit a report to 
the commission by the end of 
the year.” 
Any new service would be in 
addition to the existing CB 
band.

The regents approved a 
parking fee schedule and the 
university has purchased a six- 
acre tract of land near the 
campus and is converting it into 
a lot for about 600 cars. 
A large amount of fill will be 
needed for the new lot, and 
Vince Seyer, director of the 
physical plant, told the regents 
that it will come from university 
property adjacent to a recently- 
constructed parking lot at New 
Madrid and Sprigg. By leveling 
they land at this location, the 
university will be able to enlarge 
the capacity of this lot from 
about 100 cars to about 800 cars, 
he said. 
When 
both 
projects 
are 


completed, the university will 
have about 1,300 more parking 
spaces than it had when the 
spring term ended earlier this 
month. It is hoped that both will 
be finished by the start of the fall 
semester. 
Beginning in the fall, under 
the new fee schedule, it will cost 
$5 per semester to park on three 
so-called “perimeter lots’’ and 
$10 per semester for all other 
lots The charge for motorcycles 
will be $5 per semester at 
locations designated for that 
type of vehicle. 
Summer charges in all cases 
are half of regular semester 
charges. 
The only exception to the fee 
schedule is University Hall (the 
old 
St. 
Francis 
Hospital 
building), which is removed 
from the main campus. Parking 
there will be free. 
There have been no parking 
fees at Southeast Missouri State 
in 
the past. 
Students were 
charged $4 annually to register 
their 
vehicles.

The parking statement also 
makes it a matter of regents’

parking place on a city street 
rather than pay a parking fee. It 
was brought out that, if this 
turns out to be a major problem 
and one the city cannot handle 
equitably, the university has the 
legal right to require its students 
to park in a particular univer­ 
sity lot. 
Regent James Estes of Cape 
Girardeau asked how much 
money would be generated by 
the proposed fee schedule. "We 
don’t want to make a profit,” he 
asserted. 
University officials 
could not put a dollar figure on 
the expected income, but Estes 
was assured that the income 
from the proposed fees would 
come nowhere close to paying 
for the entire parking operation 
of the University. 
Dr. 
A. 
R. 
Meyer, 
vice 
president 
for administrative 
services, said the feets were 
decided primarily on the basis of 
what employes and students 
could reasonably be expected to 
pay without undue hardship. 
Dr. Leestamper also noted

Closest campus facility to the 
new lot will be Grauel Language 
Arts Building, about a block 
away Cost of the lot will be 
about $300,000, not including the 
land purchase price. 
Dr. Meyer told the regents 
that residents of the area had 
expressed some concern about 
the effect of the new lot on their 
property and lifestyle. He listed 
what he said where the major 
concerns as expressed at two 
different meetings -- full fen­ 
cing, lighting, an 20-foot buffer 
zone, drainage, among others. 
The 
drainage 
problem 
is 
recognized, he said, indicating 
steps are being taken to prevent 
the pattern from being altered. 
He did not indicate whether 


additional consideration would 
be given to the residents’ con­ 
cerns. 


Dr. Leestamper reported that 
Southeast Missouri State is 
apparently headed for another 
enrollment increase this fall. 
Residence halls are already full 
and the hiring of 22 additional 
faculty members is under way, 
he said. 


About 200 students will be 
housed in University Hall. In 
addition, the president said, the 
Department of Nursing is being 


relocated there to take ad­ 
vantage of the unique facilities 
in the old hospital building. The 
Child Student Center is also 
being moved there, he said.

reported on a

Missouri roads rocky, 
and money is short

JEFFERSON CITY - Add 
inflation to the energy crunch, 
stir in increased motor vehicle 
traffic and you get a rocky fu­ 
ture for maintenance of Mis­ 
souri’s state and county roads. 
That’s the recipe a federal 
report issued in early June 
says will wear out 86 per cent 
of Missouri’s state-maintained 
roads in the next 10 years 
unless more tax dollars are 
devoted to preserving them. 
And Lyle McLaughlin, assis­ 
tant chief engineer of the high­ 
way department, is not ques­ 
tioning the report's statistics. 
The report says simply we 
don't have enough money to do 
the job, McLaughlin says, 
"We haven’t verified their 
statistics, but we have no 
reason to question them. ’’ 
The report, prepared by The 
Road Information Program 
(TRIP) of Washington, D.C., 
for the Associated General 
Contractors of Missouri, pre­ 
dicts that by 1967, Missouri 
motorists will log eight billion 
miles of driving per year. 
Those miles, the report says, 
will be over 23,246 miles of 
state roads, 75 per cent of 
which presently are rated as 
“fair ’ according to federal in­ 
spection standards. Another 


491 miles of state roads are 
rated "poor.” 
The report says these 23,737 
miles represent about 27 per 
cent of the state’s total road 
mileage, but handle 65 per 
cent of Missouri’s total traffic. 
The report also cites some 728 
bridges throughout the state 
that need replacing or renew­ 
al. 
McLaughlin says the re­ 
port’s statistics may vary 
from his department’s fig­ 
ures, but he agrees that infla­ 
tion and reduced highway 
revenues will create a prob­ 
lem in the future. 
"When your revenue dollar 
buys less because of inflation, 
and you receive less because 
fuel-efficient cars are using 
less gasoline, you are caught 
in a crunch,” McLaughlin 
says. 
Highway construction and 
maintenance primarily is fi- 
nanced through the state’s 7* 
cents-per-gallon gasoline tax. 
Last year, the highway de­ 
partment collected $169.1 mil­ 
lion dollars in gasoline taxes. 
Because fuel-efficient cars 
use less gas, yet log the same 
number of miles, the state 
loses revenue, McLaughlin 
says. 
The highway department 
also collects less in motor 
vehicle license fees because of 


smaller 
cars, 
McLaughlin 
says. 
According to the report, the 
state must spend almost $174.2 
million annually to keep state 
roads from sinking to a fed­ 
eral rating of “poor." The- 
highway commission expects 
to spend $146 million in fiscal 
1978. 
John Ashford is directing a 
campaign by the Missouri 
Transportation and Develop­ 
ment Council to raise the gaso­ 
line tax to 10 cents per gallon. 
He says the report does not In­ 
clude a study of county roads, 
which are in worse shape. 
"We are very concerned 
with the overall road system 
in Missouri," Ashford says. 
"Every time we turn around, 
we have a bridge falling 
down." 
Ashford’s council, which he 


says is a private group repre­ 
senting bankers, construction 
industry and newspaper offi­ 
cials interested in highway 
improvement, is collecting 
petition signatures to raise the 
gasoline tax 3 cents. 
Ashford says he must collect 
signatures from 8 per cent of 
the people who voted in the 
last gubernatorial election in 
seven of Missouri's 10 con­ 
gressional districts. 


"We 
have 
better 
than 
100,000 signatures now. We 
should have the 150,000 we 
need by mid-July," Ashford 
says. 


If Ashford gets the signa­ 
tures he needs, and the Secre­ 
tary of State's office verifies 
them, the issue will go on the 
next general election ballot in 
November 1978.

The document, on special let­ 
terhead paper, was presented 
at one such news conference 
recently by a group formed a 
year ago to monitor Soviet 
compliance with the 1975 Hel­ 
sinki accords, which pledged 
the 35 signatory nations to re­ 
spect the human rights of their 
peoples. The accorck, however, 
are nonbinding. 
The official Soviet govern­ 
ment position ia that it does in­ 
deed respect its citisens' hu­ 
man rights and that the dis­ 
sidents are "renegadea" who 
do not represent the views of 
the Soviet people. The Kremlin 
maintains that the dissidents 
are being used by the West to 
cloud the successes it claims 
the world Communist move­ 
ment has achieved. 
In response to this, the dis­ 
sidents, crowded together on 
chairs and benches at their 
news conference, noted that 


religious problems and about 
alleged psychiatric oppression.

—"In the Soviet Union there 
is no free exchange of informa­ 
tion; in particular there is no 
free preas.” 
They also cite censorship of 
overseas mail and telsgrams 
and the barring last December 
of an internatinal seminar in 
Moscow on Jewlah life. 
—"Denial of the right of emi­ 
gration and reunification of 
nmilies." The dissidents say 
emigration of Jews, of religious 
minorities such as the Pente- 
costalista, and of the 1.8 million 
member Volga German com­ 
munity, remains severely re­ 
stricted.

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NEWINGTON, Conn. (AP) - 
Politicians are nothing but a 
bunch of mudslingers, right? 
Last Sunday afternoon a gang 
of politicians gathered in the 
park. They brought their fami­ 
lies and picnic lunches and also 
hauled a load of fine red dirt 
from beside the road and piled 
it in the shade of a big maple 
tree. 
They fetched buckets of wa­ 
ter from the park pond and 
mixed it with the dirt.

When it was over the politi­ 
cians clasped each other's 
slimy hands, slapped each oth­ 
er's splattered backs, laughed 
at each other's grimy faces and 
headed tor the keg, 
"Did you epjoy it?" asked 
LaPorte, 
toweling 
off 
hia 
wristwatch. "Meet Bunny Hus- 
mer. She’s the nut over whose 
kitchen table this crazy idea 
was hatched." 
" I confess," Mrs. Husmer 
said, shaking mud out of her 
hair. 
"We were sittitiat around try­ 


ing to think up ways to get 
more people involved, to take 
an interest in the town. It was 
iate, we were all tired, ready to 
go home, when suddenly we 
came up with the idea of a 
mud-slinging contest. It was so 
silly we figured it might work." 
The challenge was issued 
forthwith to the Democrats and 
accepted grandly, not only to a 
mud-slinging contest but also to 
a tug-of-war across the park 
pond.

5 more 
bills signed 
into law

(AP) — Legislation continuing 
a half-cent sales tax through 
1979 to finance mass transit op­ 
erations in St Louis and Kan­ 
sas City was signed into law to­ 
day by Gov. Joseph Teasdale. 
The sales tax, approved for 
another two years by lawmak­ 
ers last month, is the primary 
source of revenue for both the 
Bi-State Transit System in St. 
Louis and the Area Transit Au­ 
thority in Kansas City. Without*, 
the extension, the tax would' 
have expired at the end of this 
year. 
Also signed by the governor 
was a cost-of-living escalator 
provision' for retired state em­ 
ployes. Under that proposal, 
state pensions would increase 4 
per cent a year. 
Lawmakers have expressed 
increasing concern in recent 
years over the insufficient re­ 
tirement benefits provided to 
long-time state workers. A 
number of bills have been 
passed in recent sessions in an 
attempt to improve those ben- 
eifts. 
Another bill signed by the 
governor will allow probate 
courts to dispose of an estate of 
a minor without appointment of 
a guardian if the value of the 
estate is less than $5,000. 
Employes of the Highway Pa­ 
trol and the Highway Depart­ 
ment will recevie health and 
life insurance contributions at a 
cost to the state of about $12 
per month pm* employe. 
Teasdale also signed a bill 
which completely reviss and re­ 
writes the state laws regulating 
certified public accountants.

THE CAPTURE OF THE 
TREASURE FLEET. By Rob­ 
ert E. 
Marx. McKay.

In 1545, an 
Inca 
Indian 
named Hualpa pulled out a 
shrub from the earth in what 
today is Bolivia. He found 
pieces of silver ore clinging to 
the plant’s roots. 
Hualpa tried to keep his find 
secret, but it wasn’t long before 
the Spaniards learned of his 
find and took it over. What the 
Spaniards had “inherited” was 
“the vastest deposit of silver 
ore ever found anywhere in the 
world to this day (and it) 
touched off the boom that was 
to make Spain the most pow­ 
erful nation in the world." 
Since Spain also had its 
hands on a lot of gold that was 
found in the New World, other, 
less fortunate, nations were 
jealous. They decided to part 
Spain from its fortune. Spain, 
however, wanted no part of this 
and to protect its treasure it 
developed the flota system to 
ferry the precious metals to 
Spanish ports. Under the sys­ 
tem, armed galleons loaded 
with treasure sailed in convoy 
and were protected by war­ 
ships. 
The system worked pretty 
well, although raiders managed 
to pick off a treasure ship now 
and then. But it remained for a 
Dutchman named Piet Heyn to 
seize an entire treasure fleet. 
“Although most people are 
aware of the exploits of such 
famous sea dogs as Drake, 
Hawkins and Nelson," writes 
Robert E. Marx, “very few 
ever heard of Piet Heyn, who 
merits the distinction of being 
one of the greatest mariners 
who ever sailed the high seas. 
Among his many notable ac­ 
complishments was the capture 
of the New Spain Flota in 1628, 
which not only yielded a vast 
amount of plunder, but was one 
of the principal events leading 
to the independence of the 
Netherlands.” 
Heyn enters Marx’s mostly 
engrossing narrative late. Much 
of the early portion of his book 
is spent in describing the Span­ 
ish naval system, the ways in 
which gold and silver are puri­ 
fied and the 16th-century eco­ 
nomic scene. Some of this ma­ 
terial is interesting, much of it 
is not. It is only when Heyn 
sails on to the scene that the 
book becomes engrossing and 
that is quite late in the narra­ 
tive.

Reader wrong on calcium

DEAR DR. LAMB - In a 
conversation a dentist told me 
that calcification occurs with 
old age and that extra calcium 
in the diet is not necessary. 
He stated that milk is not 
needed past age 19 and that 
some even suggest stopping 
milk drinking past age two. 
He stated that there is enough 
' calcium in the water we drink 
and in meat and vegetables to 
satisfy our calcium needs. 
Any additional calcium will 
only add to the calcification 
process. 
Since I started making my 
own breakfast last year at the 
age of 43, I regularly have 
about a glass of non-fat dry 
milk with my natural cereal, a 
glass of water, and cottage 
cheese, along with a Dolomite 
tablet. Am I having too much 
calcium and encouraging the 
calcification process? 
DEAR READER - For­ 
tunately that dentist is not 
rep resen tativ e of m ost 
knowledgeable dentists. I 
hope you have misquoted him. 
That is quite a collection of in­ 
correct statements. Everyone 
over one year old needs from 
800 to 1200 milligrams of 
calcium a day — about the 
amount found in one quart of 
milk. Cottage cheese is a good 
milk substitute for calcium. 
Women who are prone to os­ 
teoporosis (dissolving bones) 
with age are five times as 
likely to have this problem if 
they are on a calcium 
deficient diet of the type the 
dentist apparently thinks is 
good. The requirements for 
calcium I have stated here are 
the Recommended Daily 
Dietary Allowances (RDA) 
from the Food and Nutrition 
Board, National Academy of 
Sciences. 
Meat is not a good source of 
calcium — unless you chew 
the bones. Perhaps that is 
what you dentist friend had in 
m ind. M eat is ric h in 
phosphorus, and may actually 


increase the need for calcium 
in the diet. The ratio of 
calcium to phosphorus in im­ 
portant in bone formation. 
Not all vegetables are a 
good source for calcium 
either, the mature bean seeds 
and leafy vegetables such as 
spinach are the only impor­ 
tant vegetable sources of 
calcium. Thus a person can 
eat lots of other vegetables 
and meat and still be on a diet 
seriously deficient in calcium. 
I have received many 
letters from people who mis­ 
takenly think that increasing 
calcium in the diet may in­ 
crease arthritis and calcifica­ 
tion of joints. This is totally 
untrue and the loss of bone 
and faulty regeneration of 
bone is more apt to cause joint 
and bone damage. The body is 
designed to eliminate calcium 
that you don’t need and to try 
to keep what you do need. This 
is done by controlling how 
much calcium is actually ab­ 
sorbed from the digestive 
system , and elim inated 
through the urine. 
There are only a few good 
dietary sources for calcium. 
That is one reason milk and 
milk products must be part of 
any well balanced diet. To 
give you more information on 
what your diet should include, 
including Recommended Dai­ 
ly Dietary Allowances for 
food, vitamins and minerals 
as provided by the National 
Academy of Sciences I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 4-6, Balanced Diet. 
Others who want this issue 
can send 50 cents with a long, 
stam ped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for it to Post Office 
Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York, NY 10019. 
I do not think you are get­ 
ting too much calcium. Quite 
the contrary unless you are 
getting about three glasses of 
milk a day or its equivalent in 
cottage cheese you may not be 
getting enough.

Political justice as usual

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The furor over President 
Carter’s recent dismissal of the U.S. attorney in Michigan will 
fade to insignificance if the administration proceeds with its 
dubious plan to replace the federal prosecutor in New Jersey. 
During the past eight years, the U.S. attorney’s office in that 
state had been headed by a trio of men whose unimpeachable 
integrity and dedication to the prosecution of corrupt public 
oficials and leaders of organized crime has been unmatched 
anywhere in the nation. 
By tradition, senators of the president's party from a 
specific state are the most influential individuals in selecting 
a federal prosecutor from that state. And all too often, 
senators have abused that power by making recommendations 
based not on merit but on friendship, past political support or 
bar association politics. 
But after Republicans gained control of the White House in 
1968, Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., one of the most dis­ 
tinguished and respected members of Congress, began a 
search for the best federal prosecutor he could find for his 
state. 
He selected Frederick B. Lacey, who served as U.S. at­ 
torney until mid-1971 when he was elevated to a judgeship on 
the U.S. District Court. Succeeding him was another man who 
satisfied Case’s demand for outstanding qualifications, 
Herbert J. Stern. 
Stern served until 1973, then also moved up to a federal 
judgeship. His equally capable successor was Jonathan L. 
Goldstein, the man who holds the job today. 
The list of successful prosecutions initiated by Lacey. Stern 
and Goldstein reads like a who’s who of the seamy side of New 
Jersey politics. 
Among them were Hugh J. Addonizio, a former con­ 
gressman and mayor of Newark; Cornelius Gallagher, 
another congressman; John V. Kenney, the powerful political 
boss of Hudson County politics, and Thomas J. Whelan, the 
mayor of Jersey City. 
Several members of Newark’s city council, Hudson Coun­ 
ty’s poiice chief, Atlantic City’s mayor and dozens of public of­ 
ficials from smaller communities met a similar fate. 
Most of those convicted were Democrats, but that’s more a 
reflection of the source of most official corruption in New 
Jersey than the Republican involvement in the selection of the 
prosecutors. 
In fact, Lacey, Stem and Goldstein conducted investigations 
which led to the indictment of no less than three New Jersey 
secretaries of state, one of them a Republican. They also 
packed off to prison Nelson Gross, the state's Republican par­ 
ty chairman. 
Now a Democrat is in the White House and the key man in 
the selection process is Sen. Harrison A. Williams, D-N.J. He 
has sent the Justice Department a list of seven men. several 
of them with unimpressive backgrounds and none of them as 
distinguished as any of Case’s choices.

The broad issue, says the Merrill Lynch executive, is 
the question of private versus government funding of 
public projects And it is one touching on any number of 
challenges facing the nation — improvement and con­ 
struction of mass transit systems, housing for the elderly 
and people of low income, conservation and protection of 
the environment and, not least, the development of new 
energy sources. 
Sinking an oil well, for example, is a very expensive 
and risky proposition It is a good question where the 
venture capital would come from if the government did 
not provide generous tax incentives to investors. 
President Carter’s energy program also lays heavy 
emphasis on switching to coal. But to gear up for a 
Irealistic effort aimed at greater reliance on coal will 
cost billions of dollars in up-front capital investments. 
Here again, tax incentives can do the job. says 
Loughlin. Of course, the government could also do it. 
Congress could create a Capital Investment Agency and 
direct the employment of all risk capital needed for such 
programs and pay for them through taxes — or worse, 
through inflation- fueling budget deficits.

WASHINGTON - Those 
thundering, 18 wheel trucks 
you encounter on the highways 
may he driven by men who are 
physically fatigued from too 
many hours on the road 
A pounding tractor-trailer.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gressional tax-writers, revamp 
ing President C arter's energy 
plans, want to give each adult 
American an estimated $28 re­ 
bate of money that would be 
raised by a new tax on crude 
oil. 
The new crude oil tax would 
raise gasoline prices an esti­ 
m ated 7.6 cents per gallon. The 
tax rebate would be paid to ev­ 
ery American adult next year, 
regardless of whether the per­ 
son pays taxes or conserves 
energy 
It would give each typical 
American couple about $l a 
week under a one-vear special 
payment system approved 19 to 
17 Tuesday by the House Ways 
and Means Committee 
If such a special payment 
program for 1978 ultimately be­ 
comes law, it could be extended 
later into future years. I'nder 
the 
com m ittee's 
plan, 
that 
could lead to tax rebates at lev­ 
els as high as $80 annually for 
each adult, with such couples 
getting a total $440 through 
1981 
For example, as currently de­ 
signed, such a payment sched­ 
ule could run $28 per adult in 
1978, $54 in 1979. $81 in 1980 and 
$57 in 1981 
For 1978. it generally is an 
adults-only program, with no 
payments for children 
But a 
young person who pays income 
taxes could get $28 And single 
people 
heading 
households, 
such as divorced or widowed 
persons with youngsters, would 
be entitled to two $28 pay­ 
ments 
By 16 to 13. the committee re­ 
jected a sim ilar system recom­ 
mended by Carter which would 
have distributed $21 a-person 
pay menus next year to every 
man, woman and child, thus fa­ 
voring larger families 
The $21 per person Carter 


plan for 1978 would have been 
followed by payments of $41 in 
1979. $62 in 1980, $44 in 1981 
For example, in 1978, where

“The Robin Hood strategy.” 
An official of the Twin Cities 
Regional Council, the group 
that administers the plan, says, 
"It is designed frankly, to take 
from the rich to help the poor. 
‘‘It gives a big boost to our 
over all regional plan. We want 
to insure that we have factories 
where we want factories, and 
parks where we want parks, 
and shopping centers where we 
want shopping centers.” 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
of California says his urban re­ 
development plan will feature 
such a regional approach to 
taxation and officials in Mich­ 
igan and Maryland also have 
expressed interest. 
The plan draws tax revenues 
from 
the 
area's 
developing 
communities to foot the bill for 
municipal services in less pros­ 
perous suburbs and in Min­ 
neapolis and St. Paul. 
Thus, all communities in the 
area share in business growth 
no m atter where it occurs 
"An intangible benefit lies in 
the incentive it provides for 
people to work for the growth 
of the area as a whole,” says 
Council Chairman John Boland. 
"It has substantially lessened 
the divisiveness caused by indi­ 
vidual communities competing 
against each other.” 
The plan went into effect in 
1975 after court challenges by 
some suburban communities It 
is working smoothly with the 
shift in revenues so gradual 
that only a few communities 
are losing under the plan, while 
Minneapolis and St. Paul are 
netting large gains 
The tax-sharing plan places 
40 per cent of the Increase in 
assessed 
value 
of 
business 
property, a total of $175 million 
last year, into a tax-base pool 
shared by all communities in 
the seven-county area 
The result is to redistribute 
about $21 million in tax ceve- 
nues 
This year’s losers — 23 com­ 
munities with a total population 
of 564,000 — are communities 
which have growing tax bases 
The winners — 18 with a total 
population of 1.047,000 this year 
— are cities which have a de 
dining or steady growth rate 
Minneapolis and St. Paul to­ 
gether received 36 per cent of 
the $21 million pool. 
The communities that chal­ 
lenged tax sharing initially now 
are bent only on improving it, 
not destroying it. 
Like the central cities, many 
of 
the 
inner-most 
suburban 


communities are beginning to 
suffer from declining tax bases 
as businesses move ever far­ 
ther out. 
"Under tax sharing, it’s not 
whether you win or lose, it’s a 
question of when you win,” 
says Charles Weaver, the for­ 
mer Republican-suburban law­ 
maker who sponsored the law 
and now sits on the council. 
Cities such as Bloomington, 
Minn., — a prosperous suburb 
of 80,000 — suffer losses under 
the plan as long as they attract 
new industry. 
Bloomington’s Lyle Olson, a 
leading critic of the tax system, 
says: 
“It sounds like a great thing 
from the social view. But what 
worries me is that instead of 
being a tax distribution pro­ 
gram, it may be a spending 
distribution program. Some of 
these cities do a lot of spending 
and now they’re looking for 
somebody to pay the bills. 
“Those of us who have com­ 
mercial and industrial develop­ 
ment must provide services — 
in-ground hookups, police, fire 
and all of that. We have less 
dollars to do it with because of 
this law.” 
The national Council for Ur­ 
ban Economic Development, in 
its analysis of the tax-sharing 
program, notes that cities like 
North Oaks, Minn., contribute 
very little to the tax pool, but 
because its residential property 


is “ notoriously underassessed,” 
North 
Oaks classifies as a 
"w inner” under the program. 
Another 
controversy 
con­ 
cerning the tax-sharing pro­ 
gram is that redistribution of 
revenues is based on population 
and property valuation, not the 
level of fiscal strain in a com­ 
munity. 
"A needy city could lose un­ 
der our current form ula,” says 
Boland. 
Some also fear that tax shar­ 
ing will remove incentive for 
growth. However, perhaps be­ 
cause a community retains 60 
per cent of its tax-base in­ 
crease, as well as drawing 
from the final pool, observers 
say they doubt the area as a 
whole will lose much business 
Many urban experts believe 
tax-base sharing is the best 
w a y to 
distribute 
regional 
wealth, short of the politically 
difficult step of merging a city 
and its suburbs into a single, 
metropolitan government. 
Some cities, such as Phila­ 
delphia, St. Louis and Birming­ 
ham, Ala., tap suburban tax­ 
payers by levying a commuter 
tax on the incomes of nonresi­ 
dents who work in the central 
city. Nashville has a consoli­ 
dated relationship with its sub­ 
urbs, equalizing the tax burden, 
and cities like Albuquerque and 
Houston benefit from laws that 
allow the central city to annex 
suburbs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Andy 
Young, the fastest mouth in 
Jim m y C arter’s administration, 
is watching his tongue. His last 
spate of headline grabbers was 
as riveting as bank errors in 
your favor. But it was a bit too 
much, even for Andy Young. 
To say nothing of the Presi­ 
dent. 
C arter’s 
free-spoken 
am­ 
bassador to the United Nations 
is being more careful about 
what he says, according to a 
source close to the President 
Not that C arter thinks there’s 
anything wrong, at least in 
principle, 
with Young’s pen­ 
chant for speaking his mind. 
But it can have what the 
President calls "unfortunate" 
results. 
To wit: 
Andrew 
Young, 
itinerant 
preacher of the Carter gospel 
to the developing nations of the 
world, spent 17 days crossing 
25.000 miles of Africa on what 
the President considered "a 
very successful trip." 
On his way home, he stopped 
in London There, in Britain, to 
whom he had to apologize ear­ 
lier this year for saying Her 
M ajesty's 
subjects 
were 
"a 
little 
chicken 
on 
racism ," 
Young called the Russians "the 
worst racists in the world.” 
"The Swedes are terrible rac­ 
ists." he added "The black in 
Sweden is treated just like the 
black in Queens ” Diplomats 
cringed, and those who worry 
about things like votes in the 
boroughs of New York broke 
into a cold sweat 
Then that Carter nemesis, 
Playboy 
magazine, 
arrived. 
There, in an interview, Young 
said form er Presidents Richard 
M. Nixon and Gerald R Ford 
were racists, too. "who have no 
understanding of the problems 
of colored people anywhere." 
Even there the m atter did not 
rest. 
Two days later, Young told 
the House International Affairs 
Committee 
that 
Presidents 
John F Kennedy and Lyndon 
B Johnson were "racists.” 
And so, he declared, was 
Abraham Lincoln 
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To be sure, Young m eant no 
attack on personal character. 
Not even the Soviet Union, he 
said, ought to be condemned. 
There should be "no moral 
judgm ent,” he declared, be­ 
cause racism , as he used it, 
m eans "ethnocentricity.” And 
from that, he said, "nobody is 
imm une.” 
Young said he was talking 
about people who "w ere never 
forced to face up to latent rac­ 
ism or to realize it exists.” In 
fact, he said, everyone in the 
United 
States 
is 
inevitably 


tainted, and his goal is to bring 
"ethnocentrism ” into the open 
and strip 
it 
of its 
"m oral 
stigma.” 


All of which is a little hard to 
fit into a headline. Instead, the 
words “Swedes," "Russians," 
"Queens,” 
“ Nixon,” "F ord,” 


"Kennedy,” "Johnson,” “ Lin­ 
coln" and "racist” were the 
ones that stuck out.

The explosive ingredients are 
George 
Steinbrenner, 
rich, 
proud and impatient, and his 
team m anager, combative Billy 
Martin, survivor of a hundred 
informal brawls on and off the 
field. 
Steinbrenner is a captivating 
man with tremendous vigor. If 
he has a fault, it is a boyish 
worship of Yankee tradition. 
He regards the team as his 
personal toy, so he has no com­ 
punction about getting involved 
in all the working parts — from 
front office to the m anager's 
quarters to the playing field. 


It was his decision — not that 
of President Gabe Paul as re­ 
ported — that saved M artin’s 
scalp 
as manager. 
He also 
dressed down the entire team 
in a stormy locker room scene 
that sent the team back on the 
field like punished dogs, their 
tails between their legs 
Martin is a skinny firebrand 
who would take on a regiment 
of M arines bare-handed if one 
of them stepped on his toe. He 
acts first, thinks later. Con­ 
ceded one of the finest m anage­ 
rial brains in all baseball, he 
blew jobs at Minnesota, Detroit 
and Texas because he carried 
on a running war with his em­ 
ployers as well as his col­ 
leagues. 
They’ve called him the “ Mis­ 
sion Impossible” manager. He 
takes 
run-down 
ball 
clubs, 
builds them into winners and 
then self-destructs. His defiance 
of his boss’ wishes has brought 
Steinbrenner’s tolerance to the 


breaking point. 
The Yankees won the AL pen­ 
nant in 1976 because they had 
an ideal chemistry, a team 
made up largely of no out­ 
standing players but men of 
better than average ability who 
played as a unit. There wasn’t 
a fat head in the lineup. 


But Steinbrenner was an im­ 
patient man. His pride pricked 
by the loss of four straight 
games to Cincinnati 
in the

million contracts. 


You couldn’t blame him too 
much. “ I owe it to the fans to 
get the best,” he said. He had

A brilliant player, well-edu­ 
cated and self-assured. Jackson 
— intentionally or unintentio­ 
nally — acted the prima donna. 


He feuded with Thurman Mun­

brenner's) pet.”

covered any real evidence to

The void of scientific 
support 
is 
filled 
by

testimonials -- an age-old sales 
gimmick. 
Influenced by testimonials, a 
fair representation of farmers in 
any given area will buy and use 
the product. However, when the 
claimed results fail to appear, 
sales

off, 
and

promotion moves to a new area. 
Usually farmers who have been 
taken in by the sales pitch are 
reluctant to admit that they 
have been fooled They quietly 
stop using the product.

THE 
NEW SCHOOL AID 
FORMULA — House BUI 131 is a 
practical approach to equalizing 
state aid for schools. 
As 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Education Committee, I played 
an important role in directing its 
course through the Education 
Committee and its direction on 
the floor of the Senate. 
House Bill 131 does not solve 
all 
the 
school 
financing 
problems but I think it is the best 
bill that has been introduced in 
the past four years. 
St. Louis and Kansas City are 
not as happy with some aspects 
of the legislation as other areas 
of the state. I can say it will help 
Southeast Missouri and all the 
Southeast 
Missouri 
School 
Administrators 
favored 
the 
legislation over our present 
antiquated legislation which we 
are financing schools with now. 
In order to get the legislation 
passed, we had to provide that 
no school would receive less 
than they are now receiving. In 
the 1977-78 school year each 
school will receive aid based on 
a minimum of $283 per child. 
Also another feature is that aid 
will increase at a rate equal to 


the average of the amount paid 
to 5 per cent of the districts 
getting the lowest Increases 
under the formula. 
The $52 million increase being 
added to the present school 
money 
will 
bring the total 
money paid to public schools to 
$480 million plus for fiscal year 
1977-78

MOST OF BUDGET IS SENT 
TO TEASDALE - Nearly all oi 
Missouri's new $3 billion state 
budget 
was 
sent 
by 
the 
legislature to Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale last Wednesday. 
Seven 
ap p ro p riatio n s 
measures that comprise all but 
about $150 million of the budget 
for fiscal 1977-78 were sent to 
Teasdale 
The new budget is about $250 
million more than the one for the 
current fiscal year that ends 
June 30 This is the state’s first 
$3 billion budget, 
with the 
spending increase 
attributed 
more to inflation than to ad­ 
ditional programs 
The new budget would be 
financed by about $14 billion in

ATLANTA (AP> - Jeff Mit 
chiner believes people should 
get a kick out of learning 
At his Creative Learning Cen­ 
ter in Atlanta, the 36-year-old 
educator is trying to prove that 
people can do just that — and 
that they can learn more from 
each other than from formal 
educational institutions 
The center was started in 
1975 when 
Mitchiner and a 
group of his students from the 
University of Iowa moved to 
Atlanta 
to begin what 
they 
hoped would be an "educative 
community.” 
Today, 
the community in­ 
cludes 75 persons who live in 
five large houses in midtown 
Atlanta, an older area of the 
city which is experencing a re­ 
vival 
Although many of the resi­ 
dents work or attend formal 
classes outside the center, they 
spend much of their time teach­ 
ing each other such subjects as 
music, languages and history — 
or whatever one person wants 
to learn and another can teach 
“ We are challenging every 
person who comes in here to 
draw on his own interests and 
talents, and those of others, to 
create a maximum learning en­ 
vironment.” 
said 
Mitchiner, 
who is director of the center, 
"People here leave because 
they want to; they learn what 
they want to. They get a kick 
out of living by being able to 
learn " 
As a side benefit, the group 
hopes to return to the strong 
sense of community that was 
present in American cities two 
or three generations ago, Mit­ 
chiner said. 
In fact. Mitchiner said he be^ 
lieves 
Americans 
need 
a 
change in lifestyle as well as a 
change in education 
" I don't see much future for 
(American education* the way 
it's going now,” he said. “ I 
think we have to work on com­ 
pletely different concepts, in­ 
cluding lifestyle 
“ The way a person lives is 
the way he educates 
I can’t 
separate the two.” 
Mitchiner, who holds a mas­ 
ter's degree in counseling and 
is working on a doctorate in 
education at Georgia State Uni­ 
versity, said he likes to re5er to 
the five houses as "a center for 
alternative education ” 
He said it is part of a grow­ 
ing movement away from for­ 
mal education and toward self- 
education or community-based 
education 
"We know we have to explore 
alternatives," he said "W e're 
not saying this is the test, but 
it’s a darn good one ” 
The center has living accom­ 
modations ranging from tiny 
rooms to two bedroom apart­ 
ments 
Its residents include families 
and single people, they re pro 
sent several nationalities and 
races, and their ages range 
from 4 to 62 
They have the use of several 
kitchens, a lounge, a garden 
and patio, and an attic recrea­ 
tion room in the main house 
They pay rent, with the pro­ 
ceeds going toward the ex­ 
penses of the center 
Mitchiner mkes it a point to 
refuse contributions or grants 
from government or private 
agencies 
"It's not phipanthropy we're 
seeking.” he said "What we re 
talking about here is self-help ” 
In 
addition 
to 
offering 
courses taught by residents fur 
residents, Mitchiner hopes to 
have the center reach out to 
the community around it 
The 
center 
maintains 
a 
"learning exchange” thcough 
which it keeps a record of At­ 
lantans available to teach cer­ 
tain subjects The list is used to 
put those people together with 
others who want to learn what 
they have to teach 
Through such projects, Mit­ 
chiner hopes to establish the 
sense of community he believes 
is so important 
"Without a sense of coinmu 
ruty. people don't leel respun 
sible" for what happens in their 
cities, he said 
"This is not 
their city, it’s a place where 
they happen to live 
"We have to get people to 
commit themselves One way of 
getting at 
that 
is to make 
neighborhoods 
a 
really 
nice 
place to live, and the learning 
center is one way to do that."

need for more 


CB frequencies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
23 million Citizens Band radios 
now in use and sales running 
over 10 million a year, the gov­ 
ernment is studying the need 
for more frequencies for per­ 
sonal radio use 
The addition of 17 new chan­ 
nels last January appears to 
have met the immediate need 
for more CB frequencies The 
new channels are underused, 
and have lessened congestion 
on the older 23. 
But seeing no end to the ex 
plosive growth of CB radio that 
began three years ago, the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commis­ 
sion created the Personal Radio 
Planning Group in May 1976 
The group is attempting to 
answer two major questions, 
says Carlos V. Roberts, acting 
chief of the FCC’s Office of 
Plans and Policy. 
“ Is there a need for an addi­ 
tional personal radio service 
and. secondly, if so. at what 
frequency’’" 
The answer to the first ques­ 
tion is the subject of a “ lar­ 
ge-scale survey of current and 
potential users to get a handle 
on how many people are going 
to be using personal radios, and 
on what they think is necessary 
to satisfy their needs,” Roberts 
says 
the second question Is the 
subject of a "working paper ’ 
the group recently issued on 
"spectrum 
alternatives" 
It 
suggests seven frequency bands 
for use in any expansion 
They are 26 95-26 96 megahe­ 
rtz 
I MHz I. 
27 34-28 00 
MHz, 
29 80-29 89 
MHl, 
29 91-30 00 
MHz. 222-224 MHz. 894-902 MHz 
and 928-947 MHz 
The CB service now occupies 
frequencies ranging from 26 965 
to 27 405 MHz 
The potential 
bands now are assigned to gov­ 
ernment, 
land-mobile, 
inter­ 
national fixed public and ama 
teur radio (harm use 
Seventeen bands were consid 
ered possible candidates for use 
in a new personal radio serv­ 
ice 
But 10 were dropped because 
‘of various factors including the 
cost oi relocating the current 
users and the potential for in­ 
terference to television 
The last factor received a lot 
of the group's attention. Rob­ 
erts says. 
* lf a new service is estab­ 
lished. we want to make pretty 
sure it is tree of the TVl 1 tele­ 
vision interference! that has 
plagued the present CB serv­ 
ice," he explains 
But until the survey of the 
need for additional personal ea- 
dio service is completed, the 
spectrum alternative study is in 
limbo, he says 
Roberts says the planning 
group 
hopes to wind every­ 
thing up and submit a report to 
the commission by the end of 
the year.“ 
Any new service would be in 
addition to the existing CB 
band. Roberts says 
He adds 
that new equipment probably 
would be necessary to use it.

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SeMo University to initiate new parking policy

Southeast 
Missouri 
State 
University's Board of Regents 
has adopted a parking policy 
statement specifying that “ the 
development 
of 
parking 
facilities on the campus is an 
auxiliary enterprise to be 
funded from fees, fines, and 
other sources clearly separated 
from education funds '' 
The 
regents approved a 
parking fee schedule and the 
university has purchased a six- 
acre tract of land near the 
campus and is converting it into 
a lot for about 600 cars. 
A large amount of fill will be 
needed for the new lot, and 
Vince Seyer, director of the 
physical plant, told the regents 
that it will come from university 
property adjacent to a recently- 
constructed parking lot at N<w 
Madrid and Sprigg By leveling 
they land at this location, the 
university will be able to enlarge 
the capacity of this lot from 
about 100 cars to about 800 cars, 
he said 
When 
both 
projects 
are 


completed, the university will 
have about 1,300 more parking 
spaces than it had when the 
spring term ended earlier this 
month It is hoped that both will 
be finished by the start of the fall 
semester 
Beginning in the fall, under 
the new fee schedule, it will cost 
$5 per semester to park on three 
so-called * perimeter lots" and 
$10 per semester for all other 
lots The charge for motorcycles 
will be $5 per semester at 
locations designated for that 
type of vehicle. 
Summer charges in all cases 
are half of regular semester 
charges 
The only exception to the fee 
schedule is University Hall (the 
old 
St 
Francis 
Hospital 
building), which is removed 
from the main campus Parking 
there will be free 
There have been no parking 
fees at Southeast Missouri State 
in the 
past 
Students were 
charged $4 annually to register 
their 
vehicles. 
This 
vehicle 
registration 
fee 
will 
be 


discontinued. 
The parking statement also 
makes it a matter of regents’ 
policy 
that 
“ all 
university 
faculty, 
staff, students, and 
guests are subject to fines” 
Membership on the univer­ 
sity's Traffic Appeals Com­ 
mittee 
is 
revised 
by 
the 
statement to be consistent with 
the new policy The committee 
will be made up of an equal 
number of students, faculty 
members, and staff members. 
At 
present, 
the 
committee 
consists entirely of students. 
Dr 
Robert 
Leestamper, 
president of Southeast Missouri 
State, advised the regents that 
the university no longer in­ 
tended to assign students to 
parking locations on city streets 
adjacent to the campus or to 
police parking on these streets 
“ We are having discussions with 
the chief of police about this 
matter now , he said 
Regent C A "Andy" Juden of 
Cape 
Girardeau 
questioned 
whether students would not take 
their chances on finding a 


parking place on a city street 
rather than pay a parking fee. It 
was brought out that, if this 
turns out to be a major problem 
and one the city cannot handle 
equitably, the university has the 
legal right to require its students 
to park in a particular univer­ 
sity lot. 
Regent James Estes of Cape 
Girardeau asked how 
much 
money would be generated by 
the proposed fee schedule. “ We 
don’t want to make a profit,” he 
asserted 
University officials 
could not put a dollar figure on 
the expected income, but Estes 
was assured that the income 
from the proposed fees would 
come nowhere close to paying 
for the entire parking operation 
of the University. 
Dr. 
A. 
R 
Meyer, 
vice 
president 
for 
administrative 
services, said the feets were 
decided primarily on the basis of 
what employes and students 
could reasonably be expected to 
pay without undue hardship 
Dr 
Leestamper also noted 
that 
the 
university 
Traffic 
Committee has recommended 
that parking be one of the fringe 
benefits of faculty and staff 
members, and he said he is 
studying this proposal now The 
university provides a number of 
other fringe benefits, he pointed 
out. 
The 600-car parking lot which 
the university will construct this 
summer is east of the campus on 
an irregularly-shaped tract The 
eastern edge of the lot will be on 
Middle St., the western edge on 
Sprigg The southern boundary 
will be along Washington, while 
an alley provides the northern 
boundary 
Closest campus facility to the 
new lot will be Grauel Language 
Arts Building, about a block 
away Cost of the lot will be 
about $300,000, not including the 
land purchase price 
Dr. Meyer told the regents 
that residents of the area had 
expressed some concern about 
the effect of the new lot on their 
property and lifestyle He listed 
what he said where the major 
concerns as expressed at two 
different meetings - full fen­ 
cing. lighting, an 20-foot buffer 
zone, drainage, among others 
The 
drainage 
problem 
is 
recognized, he said, indicating 
steps are being taken to prevent 
the pattern from being altered 
He did not indicate whether 


additional consideration would 
be given to the residents’ con­ 
cerns. 


Dr. Leestamper reported that 
Southeast 
Missouri 
State 
is 
apparently headed for another 
enrollment increase this fall. 
Residence halls are already full 
and the hiring of 22 additional 
faculty members is under way, 
he said 


About 200 students will be 
housed in University Hall. In 
addition, the president said, the 
Department of Nursing is being 


relocated there to take ad­ 
vantage of the unique facilities 
in the old hospital building. The 
Child Student Center is also 
being moved there, he said.

Strand, 
vice 
president 
for 
institutional 
development, 
reported on a 
survey his office conducted of 
campus 
building 
names 
“ Fifteen 
facilities 
bear 
the 
name of a person," the report 
said. 
“ Of 
these

something about three of the 
honorees and pictures portray 


eight of the honorees. Four of 
the named facilities have 
neither a plaque or a picture to 
describe 
the 
honoree. 
The 


Parker 
Physical 
Education 
Building is the only facility 
which has a name as well as a 
picture portraying and a plaque 
describing the honoree. " 


It was suggested by Dr. 
Strand that consideration be 
given to naming some of the 
other 
buildings 
on campus 
However. Regent Elvis Mooney 
of Bloomfield said he was “ not 


interested in further naming of 
buildings.” He added, however, 
“ I 
believe we should have 
plaques and pictures." The 
board agreed and Dr. Strand 
was authorized to proceed with 
this project.

Meyer 
sought 
and 
received 
permission 
of 
the 
board to take bids on a survey of 
university 
property 
so that 
exact properly lines might be 
determined and future legal 
disputes avoided. The survey is 
expected to cost from $18,000 to

Missouri roads rocky, 
and money is short

JEFFER SO N CITY - Add 
inflation to the energy crunch, 
stir in increased motor vehicle 
traffic and you get a rocky fu­ 
ture for maintenance of Mis­ 
souri’s state and county roads. 
That’s the recipe a federal 
report issued in early June 
says will wear out 86 per cent 
of Missouri's state-maintained 
roads in the next 10 years 
unless more tax dollars are 
devoted to preserving them. 
And Lyle Mclamghlin, assis­ 
tant chief engineer of the high­ 
way department, is not ques­ 
tioning the report’s statistics. 
The report says simply we 
don't have enough money to do 
the job, Mcl„aughlin says. 
"We haven’t verified their 
statistics, but we have no 
reason to question them.” 
The report, prepared by The 
Road Information Program 
(T R IP) of Washington, D.C., 
for the Associated General 
Contractors of Missouri, pre­ 
dicts that by 1987, Missouri 
motorists will log eight billion 
miles of driving per year. 
Those miles, the report says, 
will be over 23,246 miles of 
state roads. 75 per cent of 
which presently are rated as 
“ fair ’ according to federal in­ 
spection standards. Another 


491 miles of state roads are 
rated “ poor.” 
The report says these 23,737 
miles represent about 27 per 
cent of the state’s total road 
mileage, but handle 65 per 
cent of Missouri’s total traffic. 
The report also cites some 728 
bridges throughout the state 
that need replacing or renew­ 
al. 
McLaughlin says the re­ 
port’s statistics may vary 
from his department’s fig­ 
ures, but he agrees that infla­ 
tion and reduced highway 
revenues will create a prol> 
lem in the future 
"When your revenue dollar 
buys less because of inflation, 
and you receive less because 
fuel-efficient cars are using 
less gasoline, you are caught 
in a crunch," McLaughlin 
says. 
Highway construction and 
maintenance primarily is fi­ 
nanced through the state’s 7- 
cents-per-gallon gasoline tax. 
I^st year, the highway de­ 
partment collected $169.1 mil­ 
lion dollars in gasoline taxes. 
Because fuel-efficient cars 
use less gas, yet log the same 
number of miles, the state 
loses revenue, Mcl^ughlin 
says. 
The highway department 
also collects iess in motor 
vehicle license fees because of 


smaller 
cars, 
Mcl^aughlin 
says. 
According to the report, the 
state must spend almost $174.2 
million annually to keep state 
roads from sinking to a fed­ 
eral rating of “ poor” The- 
highway commission expects 
to spend $146 million in fiscal 
1978. 
John Ashford is directing a 
campaign by the Missouri 
Transportation and Develop­ 
ment Council to raise the gaso­ 
line tax to 10 cents per gallon 
He says the report does not in­ 
clude a study of county roads, 
which are in worse shape 
"We are very concerned 
with the overall road system 
in Missouri," Ashford says 
“ Every time we turn around, 
we have a bridge falling 
dOWTl.” 
Ashford’s council, which he 


says is a private group repre­ 
senting bankers, construction 
industry and newspaper offi­ 
cials interested in highway 
improvement, 
is collecting 
petition signatures to raise the 
gasoline tax 3 cents. 
Ashford says he must collect 
signatures from 8 per cent of 
the people who voted in the 
last gubernatorial election in 
seven of Missouri's 10 con­ 
gressional districts 


"W e 
have 
better 
than 
100,000 signatures now. We 
should have the 150,000 we 
need by mid-July," Ashford 
says. 


If Ashford gets the signa­ 
tures he needs, and the Secre­ 
tary of State’s office verifies 
them, the issue will go on the 
next general election ballot in 
November 1978

most outspoken dissidents. 
"The Soviet Union had no 
real intention of ever com­ 
plying with the human rights 
provisions of these accords.’’ 
In contrast to the furtive 
meetings on street comers of a 
few years ago, dissidents now 
openly telephone Western cor­ 
respondents and invite them to 
well-publicized 
news 
confer­ 
ences at their apartments 
The document, on special let­ 
terhead paper, was presented 
at one such news conference 
recently by a group formed a 
year ago to monitor Soviet 
compliance with the 1975 Hel­ 
sinki accords, which pledged 
the 35 signatory nations to re­ 
spect the human rights of their 
peoples The accords, however, 
are nonbtnding. 
The official Soviet govern­ 
ment position is that It does in­ 
deed respect its citizens' hu­ 
man rights and that the dis­ 
sidents are "renegades’’ who 
do not represent the views of 
the Soviet people The Kremlin 
maintains that the dissidents 
are being used by the West to 
cloud the successes it claims 
the world Communist move­ 
ment has achieved 
In response to this, the dis­ 
sidents, crowded together on 
chairs and benches at their 
news conference, noted that 


only two of the original 11 or­ 
ganizing 
members 
of their 
group remain free and active. 
The others have been impris­ 
oned or have been quickly 
granted permission to emi­ 
grate. 
Nevertheless, the group has 
added many new members. 
Some have joined the Moscow 
branch, and new chapters have 
sprung up in the Ukraine, In 
Latvia and in Soviet Georgia, 
dissident 
spokesmen 
claim. 
Similar 
groups 
have 
been 
formed to tell Westerners about 
religious problems and about 
alleged psychiatric oppression, 
Dissident claims of activities 
outside Moscow are difficult for 
Western 
correspondents 
to 
check 
because 
of 
govern­ 
ment-imposed restrictions on 
travel. 
The dissidents at the recent 
news conference described the 
following problems, which fall 
under the provisions of the Hel­ 
sinki accords: 
—‘‘In the Soviet Union there 
is no free exit from the coun­ 
try." Even for tourist trips, 
they say, a citizen must receive 
a character evaluation from his 
place of work, which is con­ 
trolled by the Communist par­ 
ty " 
—‘‘In the Soviet Union there 
is no free choice of place to 
live.” The dissidents cite the 
system of registration which 
requires citizens to maintain an 
Internal passport showing place 
of residence 
—"In the Soviet Union there 
is no free exchange of informa­ 
tion; In particular there is no 
free press " 
They also cite censorship of 
overseas mall and telegrams

(AP) — Legislation continuing 
a half-cent sales tax through 
1979 to finance mass transit op­ 
erations in St. Louis and Kan­ 
sas City was signed into law to­ 
day by Gov. Joseph Teasdale. 
The sales tax, approved for 
another two years by lawmak­ 
ers last month, is the primary 
source of revenue for both the 
Bi-State Transit System in St. 
Louis and the Area Transit Au­ 
thority in Kansas City. Without 
the extension, the tax would' 
have expired at the end of this 
year. 
Also signed by the governor 
was a cost-of-living escalator 
provision for retired state em­ 
ployes Under that proposal, 
state pensions would increase 4 
per cent a year. 
Lawmakers have expressed 
increasing concern in recent 
years over the insufficient re­ 
tirement benefits provided to 
long-time state workers. 
A 
number of bills have been 
passed in recent sessions in an 
attempt to improve those ben- 
eifts. 
Another bill signed by the 
governor will allow probate 
courts to dispose of an estate of 
a minor without appointment of 
a guardian if the value of the 
estate is less than $5,000. 
Employes of the Highway Pa­ 
trol and the Highway Depart­ 
ment will recevie health and 
life insurance contributions at a 
cost to the state of about $12 
per month per employe. 
Teasdale also signed a bill

THE CAPTURE OF THE

Indian 
named Hualpa pulled out a 
shrub from the earth in what 
today is Bolivia. He found 
pieces of silver ore clinging to 
the plant's roots. 
Hualpa tried to keep his find 
secret, but it wasn’t long before 
the Spaniards learned of his 
find and took it over. What the 
Spaniards had ‘inherited” was 
“ the vastest deposit of silver 
ore ever found anywhere in the 
world to this day (and it) 
touched off the boom that was 
to make Spain the most pow­ 
erful nation in the world." 
Since Spam also had its 
hands on a lot of gold that was 
found in the New World, other, 
less fortunate, nations were 
jealous. They decided to part 
Spain from its fortune. Spam, 
however, wanted no part of this 
and to protect its treasure it 
developed the flota system to 
ferry the precious metals to 
Spanish ports. Under the sys­ 
tem, armed galleons loaded 
with treasure sailed in convoy 
and were protected by war­ 
ships 
The system worked pretty 
well, although raiders managed 
to pick off a treasure ship now 
and then But it remained for a 
Dutchman named Piet Heyn to 
seize an entire treasure fleet. 
“ Although most people are 
aware of the exploits of such 
famous sea dogs as Drake, 
Hawkins and Nelson," writes 
Robert E. Marx, "very few 
ever heard of Piet Heyn, who 
merits the distinction of being 
one of the greatest mariners 
who ever sailed the high seas. 
Among his many notable ac­ 
complishments was the capture 
of the New Spam Flota in 1628, 
which not only yielded a vast 
amount of plunder, but was one 
of the principal events leading 
to the independence of the 
Netherlands ” 
Heyn enters Marx’s mostly 
engrossing narrative late. Much 
of the early portion of his book 
is spent m describing the Span­ 
ish naval system, the ways in 
which gold and silver are puri­ 
fied and the 16th-century eco­ 
nomic scene. Some of this ma­ 
terial is interesting, much of it 
is not. It is only when Heyn 
sails on to the scene that the 
book becomes engrossing and 
that is quite late in the narra­ 
tive.

Reader wrong on calcium

DEAR DR. LAMB - In a 
conversation a dentist told me 
that calcification occurs with 
old age and that extra calcium 
in the diet is not necessary. 
He stated that milk is not 
needed past age 19 and that 
some even suggest stopping 
milk drinking past age two. 
He stated that there is enough 
calcium in the water we drink 
and in meat and vegetables to 
satisfy our calcium needs. 
Any additional calcium will 
only add to the calcification 
process. 
Since I started making my 
own breakfast last year at the 
age of 43. I regularly have 
about a glass of non-fat dry 
milk with my natural cereal, a 
glass of water, and cottage 
cheese, along with a Dolomite 
tablet. Am I having too much 
calcium and encouraging the 
calcification process'’ 
DEAR READ ER - For­ 
tunately that dentist is not 
r e p r e s e n ta tiv e 
of 
m ost 
knowledgeable d en tists. I 
hope you have misquoted him. 
That is quite a collection of in­ 
correct statements Everyone 
over one year old needs from 
800 to 1200 m illigram s of 
calcium a day — about the 
amount found in one quart of 
milk Cottage cheese is a good 
milk substitute for calcium 
Women who are prone to os­ 
teoporosis (dissolving bones) 
with age are five times as 
likely to have this problem if 
they a re on 
a 
ca lc iu m 
deficient diet of the type the 
dentist apparently thinks is 
good 
The requirements for 
calcium I have stated here are 
the R ecom m ended D aily 
Dietary 
Allowances 
(RDA) 
from the Food and Nutrition 
Board. National Academy of 
Sciences. 
Meat is not a good source of 
calcium — unless you chew 
the bones 
Perhaps that is 
what you dentist friend had in 
m ind 
M eat 
is 
r ic h in 
phosphorus, and may actually 


increase the need for calcium 
in the diet. The ratio of 
calcium to phosphorus in im­ 
portant in bone formation 
Not all vegetables are a 
good 
source for calcium 
either, the mature bean seeds 
and leafy vegetables such as 
spinach are the only impor­ 
tant vegetable sources of 
calcium 
Thus a person can 
eat lots of other vegetables 
and meat and still be on a diet 
seriously deficient in calcium

milk products must be part of 
any well balanced diet.

Political justice as usual

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The furor over President 
Carter’s recent dismissal of the U.S. attorney in Michigan will 
fade to insignificance if the administration proceeds with its 
dubious plan to replace the federal prosecutor in New Jersey 
During the past eight years, the U S attorney's office in that 
state had been headed by a trio of men whose unimpeachable 
integrity and dedication to the prosecution of corrupt public 
ofictals and leaders of organized crim e has been unmatched 
anywhere in the nation 
By tradition, senators of the president s party from a 
specific state are the most influential individuals in selecting 
a federal prosecutor from that state 
And all too often 
senators have abused that power by making recommendations 
based not on merit but on friendship, past political support or 
bar association politics 
But after Republicans gained control of the White House in 
1968 Sen Clifford P. Case. R-N J , one of the most dis­ 
tinguished and respected members of Congress, began a 
search for the best federal prosecutor he could find for his 
state 
He selected Frederick B Lacey, who served as U S at­ 
torney until mid-1971 when he was elevated to a judgeship on 
the U S District Court Succeeding him was another man who 
satisfied Case's 
demand 
for outstanding qualifications, 
Herbert J Stern 
Stern served until 1973, then also moved up to a federal 
judgeship His equally capable successor was Jonathan L 
Goldstein, the man who holds the job today. 
The list of successful prosecutions initiated by Lacey. Stern 
and Goldstein reads like a who's who of the seamy side of New 
Jersey politics 
Among them were Hugh J. Addonizio, a former con­ 
gressman and mayor of Newark. 
Cornelius Gallagher, 
another congressman. John V Kenney, the powerful political 
boss of Hudson County politics and Thomas J Whelan the 
mayor of Jersey City 
Several members of Newark’s city council, Hudson Coun 
ty’s ponce chief, Atlantic City’s mayor and dozens of public of­ 
ficials from sm aller communities met a similar fate 
Most of those convicted were Democrats, but that's more a 
reflection of the source of most official corruption in New 
Jersey than the Republican involvement in the selection of the 
prosecutors 
In fact, Lacey Stern and Goldstein conducted investigations 
which led to the indictment of no less than three New Jersey 
secretaries of state, one of them a Republican They also 
packed off to prison Nelson Gross, the state’s Republican par 
ty chairman 
Now a Democrat is in the White House and the key man in 
the selection process is Sen Harrison A Williams, D-N J He 
has sent the Justice Department a list of seven men several 
of them with unimpressive backgrounds and none of them as 
distinguished as any of Case's choices 
All U S. attorneys technically hold a four-year appointment, 
and Goldstein s term does not expire for another year But the 
president has the power to summarily dismiss a federal 
prosecutor at any time 
That’s exactly what Carter did last month to Philip Van 
Dam. the U.S. attorney m Michigan, after he refused to sub­ 
mit his resignation to allow replacement by a Democrat 
During last year's campaign. Carter offered this firm 
pledge: "All federal judges and prosecutors should be ap­ 
pointed strictly on the basis of merit without any considera­ 
tion of political aspect or influence We can no longer afford to 
treat the administration of justice as political patronage.”
